Althongh 'fince the time of Saint Patricke, Chriſtiaz 
nitic was never extinct in Ireland, yet the governement. 
being hayled into contrarie faftions, the Nobilitie lavy- 
lefle, the mulcitnde willfull , it came to paſſe that Reli- 
gion waxed with the temporall common ſort cold and 
feeble , untill the Conqueſt did fertle it , elpeciallie in 
caſes of reſtrainte and Diſcipline .

Their kynethey ler blood which growen to a jelly they bake 
and over-ſpread with Burrer,and ſo cateit in lumpes. 

One office in the houſe of great men is atale-teller, who 
bringeth his Lord 'onſleepe, with tales vaine and frivolous, 
whereunto.the mumber give ſooth and credence.So light they 
are in beleeving whatſoever is with any countenance of gra- 
vitie affirmed by cheir Superiours , whom they cfteeme and 
honour, -that a;levvd Prelate within theſe few yeares needy 
of mioney;wwas able to perfvwwade his pariſh: That'S.Patricke 
in ſtriving with $.Perer to ſetan Iriſh Galloglaſs into Hea- 
ven, had his head broken with the keyes, for whole releife he 
obtained a Collation.

Withour either precepts or obſervation of congruity they- 
ſpeake Larine like a vulgar language , learned in their com- 
mon Schooles of Leach=craft and Law; whereat they begin 
Children, and hold on fixtecne or rwentic yeares conning by 
roatethe Aphoriſtnes of Hypocyates , andithe Civill Taſtituri- 
ons,and'a fevy other parings of thoſe rw faculties ; I have 
ſeene them where they kept Schoole, teri in ſome otie Cham- 
ber, groveling upon'couches of ſtraw, ' their Bookes at their 
noſes,thenaſelves lyitg flatte proſtare , andſoro chaunte ont.

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the mulritude of writers that agree thereon, they are in ffe& 
but one writer, ſeeing thelateſt ever borrowed of the for- 
mer.and they all of Cambren/is,vvho affirmerh it not,bur one- 
ly alleadgeth the received opinion of Iriſh Hiſtories , yea ra- 
ther in the foote of that Chapter , he ſeemeth to: miſtruſt ir,

Whereupon ſhe furniſhed a navy, 

and fled into Ireland,with three men, Bithi, Laigria , Fin: 

tan,and fifry women , left unto her after many ſhipwrackes. 

The ſhore where ſhe landed, & whereſhe lyerh entombed, 

ts atthis day called Navicylarum littus. The vety ones where- 

in the memorie hereot. hath beene preſerved from the vio- 

lence: of warters,were {aid to be ſcene of ſome. Within forty 

dayes after her footing in Ireland , the deluge prevailed uni- | 
verfally, and all this coaſt was caſt away . Now to ommic 4525166

Together with Baſtolenus , arrived in [re- 
Jand certaine godleſle people of the ſtocke of Nemrod , wor- 
thily tearmed a gyant , as one that in bodily ſhape exceeded 
proportion, & uſed his ſtrength to winne {overaigntie, & to 
opprelle the vveake vvith rapine and violence; That linage

was drowned in the Red Sea, the Princes of Apgyptifo vexed 

Gathelus and his wife , thatthey were faineto buſkethem, 

withall their traine into Europe, and caine firſt to Luſicania,

country for a Jewell .: This marble Ferguſtus obtained to- 
wards the proſpering of his voyage,and in Scotland he left ir, 
which they uſed many yeares after in Coronation of their 
King at Scona. Bur Fergu/ins though he be ſcored in the row 
of Kings, for one,and the firſt, yer he held himlelte there ob- 
{curely,ſundry times beat backe into Ireland , "where he was 
finallie drowned by miſtortune within the Crecke of 
Knockfergus . That Fergufius encountred with Coilus the 
Brittaine apd ſlew him, as writeth the Scotts , itis impoilib/c 
except they miſtake the name of Coilus for Calius,vvith whom 
indeede the age of Fergufius might well meete,and the rather \, 
for that in the firſt yeare of his raigne, the Picts entred, and 
then Ferguſius immediately after == 330.yeates cre Chriſt 
was borne.Now (oilus raigned inthe yeareof our Lord,124. 
about which time befell the ſecond arrivall of the Pitts in 
Bricraine, fo it ſeemerh they miſtake by alight error , Coilas 
for Calius;and the ſecond arrivall of the Pi&s,for the former.

{cape the enemies ſword, fled thence , ſome into Norway, 


ſome into Ireland their firſt home. | 
Maximus watching his time , deſpairing of the Brictiſh 
Kingdome , andefpying the Picts tyred vvith continuall | 


vyarres,turned his povvyer upon them, and brought them to 
ſuch 4h exigent ,'that they had no readier ſhift then to crave 


helpe from Ireland;and ſo bydegrees vvhen ſome private per-

Bour.this time , Holy Church being ſtayed in 
peace,cariched with poſſeſſions, ſu —_— with 
| authority , many noble Clearkes flouriſhing in 
? diverſe Realmes , the Holy Doftor Auguſtine yer 
in life: Theodoſius the ſecond, ſippreſſing Idols in Jithe Em- 
pyre: Celeftinus 1 Biſhop of Rome, conferred with his cleargy 
rouching the inſtruction ſpecially of the vveſtern parts,wher- 
in the faith of Chriſt was hitherto, cither not planted, or by 
perſecution extinct, or by corruption of Hereticks defaced;of 
them all , no country was more lamented then Ireland, 
which partly for diſtance from the heart of Chriſtendome, 
partly tor their infinite rudeneſlc,had yet received no fruit of 
rrve Religion, Inthat aſſembly was Palladius Arch-Deacon 
of Rome, -a good Prieſt and well learned, who profered his 
charitable rravaile towards the converſion of any thole lands, 
whither he ſhould be by them dire&tced and appointed. The 
Pope knowing the ſufficiency of the man,did confecrare Pal- 
ladius a Biſhop, authorized his journey, furniſhed his wants, 
aſſociated to him, diverle religious perſons, delivered him the 
Holy Bible, with great ſolemniries, and certaine monuments 
of Peter and 'Paxl,vvhereat diverle miracles had beene ſheyv- 
ed. Hea in the North of Ireland , whence he eſcaped 
hardly with his life, into the Ilands adjoyning, there preach- 
ing and converting wo I. A 1-4-2 and calueing 
his vocation ſo painefully, that the onely report of his holy- 
nefſe and cunning,excited the Scotrs(late chriſtened, bur abi. 
ding in ſciſme, and committing the function of Biſhoppes 
o fee P:eifts, to call him chither, whereunto he affented, 
upon the Popes anſwere, and leaving his Diſciples in the Iſle, 
became the! ſpecial) apoſtle of Scotland, where he ſpent the 
refdue of his rime, with more fruite then among che Iriſh.

Romeo bee tent with leave and benediction into Ireland. 
In which attempt hee found ſuch joyfull {ucceſſe , ſo farre 
different from their accuſtomed frowardnefle, that a man 

would veene the Realme had beene reſerved for him. 
| Andbecaule ir pleaſed God to worketo the Land fuch.an 
univerlall benefite by the meanes of this holy Parriarch, I 
take it convenient to ſet downe briefly here his courſe of 
life,after the molt approoved Chronicles that I could finde. 

Patricius was borne in the marches of England and Scot. J** iis **5+ 
land, in a lea rowne called rhen Taburnia , whoſe father | 
calphrune ( as writeth Toſeline ) was a Deacon and a Prieſts t 
lonne , bis mother conches was filter ro S. Martin , the fa- 
mous Biſhoppe of Toures in France. The childe was 
from his cradle brought up in the Faith , and much given to 
_ devotion. 

Novv vyere the Iriſh through the helpe of che Scots and 
Picts, arch-pirats of the narroyv ſeas, -and- uſed to ſacke litle 
vycake villages ſcattered along the ſhore , and for vyant of 
other prey , to bring the Iohabitants home Captives ,, 
wvith others alſo vvas taken this Patricius, aladde of ſix- ExEpit'Pa- 
teene ycares olde, being then a ſtudent of ſecular Jearning, an.Dom.z16. 
and becamethe Villaine of an Irifh. Lord called Mackbiam, 
from vvhom after ſixe yeares hee redeemed him(ſtlfe yvich 
a peece of gold yvhich heefound ina' cod of earth}, nevvly 
timned-up by [the fvvyne' hee: kept the rime of his' Baniſh- 
ment ( as affliction commonly maketh men religjous.) This 
vvith the regard of his- former education, printed in him 
ſoch remorſe and-hnmility. , that being from thenceforth 
utterly vveaned from the vvorld ; hee berooke himlelfe 
ro: contemplation , ever: Jaminting the lacke of grace' and 
truth in thar Land , vyherefore not deſpairing \, but that in 
continuance, ſome good tnight bee vyrought upon them, 
hee learned their rongue- perfettly , and Aluring one 
companion vvith. him for his exerciſes, hedeparted thence 
into France, ever caſting backe his eye to the converſion of 
Ireland, vvhole babes yer unborn,ſeemed to him in his dream 
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(from out their mothers yyombes) to call for Chriſtendome. 
In this purpole he lought out Martinus his Vncle, by vyhoſle 
meanes the yong man entred under the government of Ger- 
manys then Biſhop of Antifhodore, vvhoſe ſcholler and fa- 
miliar he vvas forty yeares, beſtovying all chat time in prayer 
and ſtudy of eloquence and holy Scriptures. Then at the ace 
of rhreeicore and two yeares , being renowned through the 
Latine Church for his wiſdome, vertue, and skill, hee came 
home to Rome, recommended with letters from the French 
Biſhops,to Pope celeſtine, ro whom he uttered his full mine, 
and the ſecret vowy which long ſince he had conceived tou- 
ching Ireland. The Pope map, 6 him Archbiſhop and Pris 
mare of the whole [land, bleſſed him,commaunded publique 
prayer and faſting, brought him and his diſciples onward on 
the voyage: Therefore in the tyventie third yeare of The- 
odoſius the younger , which was the yeare of our Lord 430. 


Patricke landed in Ireland : and becauſe he ſpake the tongue 
plencifully, being a reverent perſonage , he rooke holy Bible, 
adding thereto diverſc miracles in the Name & vertue of Is- 
Sus whom he preached : many liſtened unto him , namely 


ſuch as in the late entertainement of Palladius and Albius the 
Iriſh Bifhops his Diſciples, had ſome little feeling in the Go- 
fpell. In continuance , hee wanne the better part of that 
Kingdome , except Laigirus himſeſfe ſonne of Neale the 


great, Monarch , who ( notvvithſtanding hee relyed no- 


thing to the Goſpell yet ) becauſe hee ſtopped not the 
courle thereof , nor forbid any that liſt to embrace it, the 
Biſhop: denounced to. him a curſe from God , according. 
ly tempered vvith mercy and judgement , that during 
his life hee ſhould bee victorious , but after him , nei- 
ther the Kingdome ſhould and , nor his linage inhe- 
rite. Thence hee journeyed yvith a great number of his 
Diſciples and friends to Conill Lord of Connaght, ( vvho 
honourably reputed him , and vvith all his people vvas 
converted.) and chen ſent him to Logan his Brother, King of 
Leinſter, yyhom hee likevviſe perſvvaded. In Mounſter he 


vyas highly honoured of the Earle of Daris , vvho gave him

thren, in viſitation of thoſe religions Houles', which 


by his meanes were founded, ſo hee lived in the whole an.por. gu, 


one hundred tywentie two yeares , and lyeth - buryed in

and their error having dilaaulled the abuſe , he procured Ge- 
Lifius to be his Succeſſor, and returned to his former Biſhop- 
ricke of Dowvne. For to Downe was then annexcd Coner. 

But Malachias underſtanding that in times paſt, they were ſe. 
verall,ſundred them againe,and preferred another tothe Dio- 

ceſle of Coner,deſirous rather to diſcharge his cure, then to 
enlarge the fruites, while he preached , a woman fell ar his 

feete, and beſought his prayer , for that ſhe had gone now 

with childe fifteene monerhs and ewenty dayes,nor could by 

any means be delivered which done, the newes of her delis 
very was reported beforethe aſlembly brake up. Hee threat- 
ned vengance t9 a Captaine , unleſſe he would turne away 

the Concubinehe kept,the ſame being alſo his brothers Con-. 

cubine. The Cipraine tooke it diſdainefully, and within one

Sowles day, in the yeare of his ape fifty cy 
ſo miidely and peaceably that it ſeemed rarher a {]eepe,then a 
death . There his obſequies was ſolemnized and- miracles '\f 
wrought at his tombe , and from thence his body was'tran- - lf 
ſlated ro Ardmagh.,in the yeare 1192. + BY # | 

Malchus,though borne Iſh, yet he ſpent moſt part of his 
time in the monaſtery of Wincheſter, in England, from 
thence aſlumpted Biſhop of Lifmore, him alſo remembreth 
S.Permard upon occaſion . A lJunatickechilde he cured in Bi- 
ſhopping him. ... This miracle was throngh the world feene 
and contelſed of:many hundreds. There happened the ſame 
time,a diſcord beawyeene the King of Montiſter, and bis Bro- x;uq orucun- 
ther, wherein the King was overmatched and fled into Eng- **: 
land,vitited Malchss in his Abbey, and would at no hand 
faid nay,bur o long as it ſhouldpleaſe God to affliethim, he 
would live there under his govertiement; and enſue his con- 
verſation,he contented himfelfe with a poore Cell; nſed day- 
ly a cold batheto repreſſe the wantonneſle of his fleſh,diered 
himlſelte with noneother fare,then bread,water and ſalt, paſ- 
ſed dayes and nights in ſobbing and remorſe of ſfinne : Ar 
length the Kings and Nobles of Ireland began to ſtomacke 
the uſurper,vanquiſhed him , called home the good King to 
his right, vvho with many perſvwaſions of Malchus and Mala- 
chias cquld ſcarcely be gortento forlake ghoſtly company , &

*Uil Gurmondus,a Rover out of Norway, who having a navy ſtill 
Wi! in arcadineſle,and an army hiroakter furniſhed , tholpe the 
pi Saxons, to hunt the Brittaines into the marches of Wales, 
| | buildedthetowyne of Gormond-cheſter,and then having hol. - 
= pl che Saxons , made a yoyage into [reland where he ſped 
ut meanely, and therefore the [riſh account not this for any 
i of their. conqueſts, az ſome of their antiquities have informed 
Fi me. The ſame Gurmondus finding hard fuccefſe,did but build 
Ml a few flight caſtles and trenches in the frontiers, and then lea- 
=> ving the land, got þim home into France , ' where he was fi- 
| nally {Jaine,him our Chonickes name King of Ireland .. Bur 
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$0 id Torgeſius. the Iriſh affirme that before Turge/ius na' Eaſterlings obrtai- 
| i ned a Kingdome. Here Cambrenfis to ſalve the contradiCtion, 
Wt thinketh:Gurmundys to have conquered the land by Turgeſi- 
8 vs bis, Deputy, ſent thither at his proviſion ,- which anſwere 


| breederh a contrariety more incurable, for himſelfnumbrerh 
1 berweene Laigirius King of Ireland,in an. 430. and Fedlemi- 
Wi dias whom | urgeftus vanquiſhed, Monarches 2 3. and yeares 
RF | 400.ſo that Turgeſius lived in an.83 0. and could nor Fwy 
calc 
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deale with Gurmondus, who joyned with the Saxons againſt 
carcticu- in Anno 586. This knot might be untwyned with 
more facility. Gurmandus made much of thar little hecaughr, 
and wrote himfelfe King , which Title our Hiſtories doe al- 
low him, becaule he opened a gappe, enjoyed it for a while, 
and brake a way for his Countreymen. Turgeſius brought 
rhis atrempt to perfection, and in theſe reſpects each of them 
may be calicd fir{t King ano Conqueror, 

Secondiy therefore Turgefius with his Normans, aſſaulted 
Ireland, (ultainea lofſe and many overthrowes , but in the 
end taſtening his power to the ſea coafts, and receivin 
in his friends at will , he ſubdued the land through ja, 
through, ever as he went building up Caſties and forrtreſles, 
vvherevvith the [riſh had not becne yet acquainted , for hi- 
therto they knevv no'fence, but vvoods or bogges,or ſtrokes. 
7 urgeſins bridled the Kings and avved them ſo, that vvithout 
incerrvption he raigned thirty 1 eares, cryed hayocke & f{poile 
_ vyhere any vvealth vvas heaped, ſpared neither Lay nor Cler- 
gy,nor Church, nor Chappell, bur very infolently abuſed his 
victory. 0-malayhlien king of Meth, vvas in ſome truſt vvith 
the Tyrant,his onely Daughter Tarzefius craved for his con- 
cubine. The tather having a preſenc vvitt,, and vyatching 
ſome jubtle oportunities , Saving your -fancie, my Loed 
quoth hee , there'are diverſe Ladies of my bloud ſyvce- 
ter bed-fellovves for a king, thea that broyyue girle,and then 
he began to count neeces and couſins a number forſooth, en- 
doyved vvith ange1like beauties, painred-ſo, liyely vvith his 
T ale,that the Tyrant doted already upon them ere hee ſavv 
them: Bur ever hedoubred,, left O-malaghlien extolled them 
to exempr his ovvne;.and the vvite father cloaked: his drift 
vvith modeſtic in anfyvercs , and lingering his graunt to 
enflame the leachers folly , as hee that yvould any thing 
ro. bee ſuſpected rather then his thoughtindeed. And ar the 
laſt vyhen the other rooke his delay ſomevyhar unkinde- 
lv, and bade his Queene ſpeake to him. If 1 ſaid (quoth 


hee) that vvith my very goodvvill my ſole daughter ſhould 
bee ſent to you to bee defloyyred , your high vviſedome

would guefſc 1 did bur faine and flatter, and yet if ten daugh- 
ters were deerer unto me then your good pleaſure and con- 
tentation, by whoſe bounty, borh ſhe & I,an d we all are ſup- 
ported, I were unworthiethe ſecret friendſhip , wherein ir 
lyeth in you to uſe mee. As for the wench , it will in part 
ſeeme honourable to bee asked ro the bed of ſuch a Prince, 
ſecing Queenes have nor ſticked to come from farre , and 
proſtrate their bodies .co noble Conquerours , in hope of 
iſſue by them, and howſoever it bee taken , time will 
redeeme it. Bur ſuch a friend as you are to mee and 
mine, neither I nor mine ſhall live to ſee, and | purpoſe not 
to offend your amity with ſaving a greater mater then tywen» 
ty maiden-heads, ſecing fathers have not ticked to yeeld 
their owne wives to quench the loves and luſtes of their 
ſonnes. 

T hereforeI am thus agreed, name you the day and place,ſc- 
ver your ſelfe fromthe open eye of your Court,conferre with 
thoſe that have acurious inſight and skill in beauties, I will 
ſend you my daughter , and with her the choice of tyyelye or 
ſixteene-gentlewomen, the meaneſt whereof may bee an 
Empreſle in compariſen,when all are before you,make your 
game at will , and then if my childe ſhall pleaſe your fancie, 
thee is nottoo good to be at your commandement : Onely 
my requeſt is,thar if any, other preſume upon your leaving, 
your Majeſtie will remember whoſe fathers childe ſhee is. 
This liberall proffer was accepted of him , whole defire 
was inſatiable, with many faire promiſes and thankes. 
To bee ſhort , the ſame day O-malagblien arttired Prince- 
like his owne Daughter , and with her ſixtecne beauci- 
full ftriplings , which preſented to the King in his pri- 
vy Chamber , accompanied onely with certaine wantons 
of the Nobility, drew foorth from under their woman- 
like garments , their $keancs., and valiantly beſlirred 
themſelves, ſtabbing firſt the Tyrant, next the your preſent 


that prepared but ſmall reſiſtance , ſurely fitt mates to 
ſupply the office they tooke in hand, of Paris, not of He- 
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Out flew the tame thereof into all quarters of 'Treland', 
arid the Princes norhing dull to catche holde of ſuch' ad- 
vantage, vvith one aſletr , roſe ready ro purſue their li- 
berty.” All Meth and Leinſter yvere ſoone gathered ro 0- 
malayhlien , the father of this practiſe , vvho lightly leapt 
to hotle, and commannding their foryvardnefſe in ſo

naturall a cuarrell , ſayde, Lordings and friendes , this 0-malaghlien, 
cale neither admicteth delay , nor asketh policie , heart 90 
and hafte is all in. all , vvhile the feare is young and 
ſtrong , that of our enemies ſome {leepe , ſome ſorrovy, 
ſome curle , ſome conſult, all diſmayed , let us anticipate 
their furye , diſmember rheir force , cur off rheir flighe ; 
occupie their places of refuge and ſuccour. Ir is no mas 
ſery to plucke their feathers , bur their neckes ; nor to 
chale th: in, but to rovyle them our, to vycede them, 
not-to rake them ;' nor to treade them dovyne , but to 
digge chera up. This leſſon the Tyrant himſelfe hath 
taught mee , | once demaunded him'in' a parable , by 
vyhar gocd husbandry the Land might bee ridde of cer- 
rai:e Crovyes thar annoyed it , hee adviſed to wvvatche 
vvhere they bred; and to fire the neſtes abour their cares: 
Goe vvee theri upon theſe Cormorants that ſhrovvde 
theniſelves 111 our poſſeſſions , and" let -us deftroy them 
ſo, thar neicher neſt, nor roote, nor ſecede, nor ſtalke, nor 
ſtubbe may remaine of this ungracious generation. 
Scarce had he ſpoken the vvord , but yvith great ſhovvtes 
and clamours,rhey extolled the King as patron of their lives 
and families, affured both courage and expedition , joyned 
their confederates, and vvith a running campe, fvyepr every 
corner of the L.and,razed the caſtles ro the ground, & chaſed 
the ſtrangers before them, levy all that abode the barraile,re- 
covered each man his oyyne precinct and former ſtare of go- 
vertiment. T he Iriſh delivered of ſlavery, fell to their old yos 
mir in perſecutihg one another, & having lately defaced their 
fortified caſtles & rovyns,as coverts to the enemy;al fides lay 
novv more open in harmes vvay. This conſidered,the Prin- 
ices that inthe lace rule of Turgeſias elpied fome rowardneſſe 
E z ro 
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to wealch and eale, began to diſcourſe the madneſſe of their 


fathers , who could not ice the uſc of that vvhich their ene» 
mies abulcd;they began to loathe their unquietneſle, ro wiſh 
cither leſſe diſcord,or more ſtrength in every mans dominion 
to caſt out the danger ot naked TJ erritoryes.as ready to call in 
the enemy,as the contrary was roſhrowd them, faine vyould 
they mend,and they vviſt not hovv. The tormer ſubjeftion 
though it ſcemed intollerable, yer they felt cherein a grovving 
to peace, fruits of merchandize,reſt & ſurety; for it tared di- 
verlly tvvixtthole Eaſterlings,& theſe Iriſh:they knevy hovy 
ro thrive,might they get ſome commodious ſoyle. Theſe had 
all the commodities of the {oile,& reckoned them nor. White 
the Princes & Potentates pavvſcd in this good mood, certain 
marchants out of Norvvay,called Oſtomanni,Eaſterlings,be- 
cauſe they lay Eaſt in reſpe&t of us , though they arc indeede 
properly Normans, & partly Saxons, obrained licence fafcly 
ro. land'& utter their y vares. By exchanging of vvares & mo- 
ney,finding the Normans civill and tra&table, delighted alſo 
vvith gay conceipts, vvhich they never eſteemed necdfull un- 
till they [avy them, they entred into a deſire of traffique vvith 
other nations,to allure marchants, they licenſee the [trangers 
aloreſaidto build, if they vvere diſpoſed, Haven-Tovvnes, 
vvhich vyas done. Amellanus founded Waterford ; Sjtaricus, 
Limericke; Inorus, Dublin, more arleiſare by others. Then 
were repaized by helpe and counſel| of theſe men, caſtles, 
torts, ſteeples,and Churches every-where. Thus are the Iriſh 
blended alſo in the blood of the Normans, who from thence- 
forth continually flocked hither , did the Inhabitants great 
pleaſure,lived obediencly,ri]l wealth made them wanton and 
rebelli ous. Bur chey could not polfibly have held out , had 
not the conqueſt enſuing determined both their contentions. 
The mea ne while they waxed Lords of Havens and Bur- 
Tov neg houled their ſon{diours, and oftentimes skirmiſhed 
rooke the'r fortune,crept no higher, onely a memory is left 
of their field in Clantarfe, where diverſe noble lInſh men 
were {Jayne, that lye buryed before the Croſſe of Kil- 
maynam.

out cauſe. "To whom he anſwered, that much he wondred 
at the folly of thoſe Princes,who to ſatiſhe their choller had 
opened (uch a gappe to their ovwne prejudice, as though the 
ſubje&ts whom they had ſchooled , to breake allyance to- 
wards the King of Leinſter , would not be as ready by this 
example to learneto withſtand the King of Connaght , for 
his ovene part, though hee might with berter reaſon inyade 
ſtrangers , then they could expell their neighbours and their 
peere, yet would they ſuffer the King to reenter his right, they 
ſhould nor finde him fiffe,nor untraftable , otherwile they 
ſhould well fcele thar the Brytrons wanted neither abilirie, 
nor truth,to ngaintaine their word.

[ will begin this Chapter with the modeftic 
of a good Clerke , Richard Harering who hve 
YEW yearcs by diſpenſation had received the- fruites 
and revenues of the Biſhopricke of Divelin , and long mighr 
have done, had he beene ſo diſpofed:Bur now feeling in fleep 
a waight upon his ſtomacke , heavyer- ro his weening'then 
any male of metrall,vvhereof to be releaſed he vowediti his 
dre:me,all that ever he-could make in this world:Suddainely 
the.next morne, reſignedithe caſtodwum of the Biſhopricke, 
and contented himſelte'wirh other eccleftaſticall cures' inci. 
dent to his vocation. 'The ſame yeare was the bane of 'the 
Templers in Ireland ro wvhonſuceeeded the Knights of the 
Rhodes. This profeſſion began at Teruſalem , 'by certaine 
Gentlemen tharkeprtheir'abodenext/to the Templerhere, 
who. tif the-Councell-of Creetz increaſed not above'rthe 
number of nine. - Bur thenceforth in little more then fiftie 
yeares, | being enriched by contribution of all Chriſtian/Re- 
almes, every where their houſes werg erected and endowed 
bounrifully: rhey grevv ro300. Knights of the order and into 
inferiour brethren innumerable .

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Ofthis latter foundation was the priory of S. Jobns at Kilmay- 
nam beſides Divelin. Ep 

Tobn Decer Major of Divelin builded the high Pype there, tobn Decer, 
and the Bridge over the Liffy,toward S.Wolſtans, and a cha- 
pell of our Lady at the Fryar minors, where he lyerh buried, 
repaired the Church of the Fryars preachers, and every friday 
rabled che Fryars at his owne colts. ; 

In abſence of //ogan, S' YVVilliam Burcke was Lord War- 
den of Ireland,to whom King Edward recomended Perce of ,,__,@. 

Gaveſtone the diſquierer of all the nobility in England,a com- velipas 

pariion tothe King in vice , bolſtered up by the King ſope- 

remptorily againſt the will of his Councell, that whereas the 

ſaid Pierce was by them exiled , Edward (ent him now into 

Ireland with much honour and many Iewels, aſſigning him | 

the commodities royall of that Realme , which bred ſome : ; 
bickering berweene the Earle of Viſter Sir Richard Burke, 
and Gaveſtone, who notwithſtanding bought the hearts of 

the Souldiours with his liberality , ſubdued Obrene , edified 
ſundry Caſtles, caw{wayes, and bridges , but within three 
yeares he retyred from Flaunders, into England , where the 
nobles beſieged him at Scarborough and {mit off his head. 

Iohn VYogan Lord luſtice, ſummoned a Parliament atKil- ,\... 
kenny, where wholeſome lawes were ordained, but never 
executed: There fell the Biſhops in argument abour their Iu» 
riſdictions and in eſpecial! the Archbiſhop of Divelin forbad 
the Primate of Ardmagh to liftup his croſyer within the pro- 
vince of Leinſter. In rarifying of which priviledge Thave ſcene 
the coppy.of Pope Honorius Bull exemplified among the re- 
cordes of S. Patricks Church,ſhortly after Rowland Toyce, thei 
Primate,ftale by night in his op for from Howrth to the 
priory of Gracedieu , where the Archbiſhops ſervants mer 
him,and violently chaſed him our of all the diocefſe . This 
Archbiſhop was named Tohn Aleeke, after whoſe death were 
eleedin ſciſme & diviſion of fides,two ſucceſſours;Thorne- 
burgh Lord Chancellor , and Bignore Treaſurer of [reland. 

The Chancellor to ſtrengrhen his ele&tion , haſtily wear co 
ſea, and periſhed by ſhipwracke , the other ſubmirring his 
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cauſe to the proceſle of Javy tarryed at home, and ſped. 
Theobald de Verdon Lord Juſtice . Sixe thouſand Scots 
fghring men,under the conduct of Edward Bruiſe brother to 
1:13, Qobert King of Scotland,allo the Earle Murray, lohn Menteith, 
#”. John Steward and others landed in the north of Ireland,joyned 
wich the Iriſh, and conquered Vliter , gave the Engliſhmen 
three notable overthrovves, crowned the faid Bruiſe King of 
Ireland, burned Churches and Abbeyes, with all the people 
found therein, men,vwomen, and children . Then was Sir 
294 Edmund Butler choſen Lord [uſtice,vvho combined the Earle 
of VIſter,and the Geraldines in friendſhip, himſelte wich Sir 
TIohn Mandevill,and preſerved rhe reſt of the Realme. 
In the necke of theſe troubles, arole toure Princes of Con- 
naght,to impaireand ſcatter the Engliſh force . Bur then the 
Burckes and the Berninohams diſcomfited and lev the num- 
ber of eleaven chouſand beſides Athenry . To Sir Richard 
luha Hue: Berningham belonged a luſty young (wayne , John Huſvee, 
whom his Lord commanded to take a view of the dezd cars 
caſſes about the walles, and bring him word whether Okelly 
his morcall foe were ſlaine among them. FHuſſee paſſed forth 
with one man to turne up and peruſe the bodies . All this 
marked Okelly,xvho lurking ina buſh thereby , being of old - 
time well acquainted with the valiancnes & cruch of Huſſee, 
ſore longed to traine him from his Captaine, and preſuming 
en, ® < nowupon this opportunity,dilcloſed himlelf & ſaid. Huſvee, 
| © thou ſceſt I amar all points armed, and have my Eſquite, a 
manly man, beſides me, thou art thin and thy page a young: 
© ling lo that ifT loved not thee for thine owne ſake , I might 
© betray thee for thy Maſters . Burt come and ſerve me at my 
© requeſt, & I promiſe thee by S.Patrickes [taffe,to make thee 
*a Lord in Connaght.of more ground, then thy Maſter hath 
© in [reland . When theſe wordes waighed him nothing, his 
ovwne man { a ſtout lubber ) began to reprove him; for not 
relenting to fo rich a proffcr , afſured him with an oath, 
whereupon hee proffered to gage his ſoule for perfor- 
mance. Now had Huſſze three enemies, and firſt hetur- 
ned to his ovyne knave, and bim he flew, next hve raught to

By rhis time had the Lord luftice 4, and Thomas Fitz 
Tohn Earle. of Kildare, Richard de Clare,and Arnold ae Powere, 
Baron of Dongile, furniſhed and armed thirty chouſand men 
ready to ſer forward..,Then came newes: that //illiam de 
Burgo the Earles breather was raken by the Scot. , + whereof 
the Iriſh of Vier amboldened with the preſence'of the Sco- 
tiſb Army, and with the late diſcomfirure which Earle Ri- 
chard Buxcke lyRained ar Coynes , denyed their 'alleagiance 
openly., and conſpired in the behalfe' of Bdward le Bruſe, 
bled ſuch force againſt them., under the leadingof the Geral- 
dines and Paweres, that each of them was.thought fufficienc, 
by himſelfe ro winnethe field. Bur ſuddainely the rwo Cap- 
taines,and their adherents ſquared, ſo.as no good condluſion 
might be inferred: Roger Mortimer, truſting by their dilcenci- 
on to imbeazell a victory, culled out fifteene chouland Souls 
dipurs,and mer the Scots at Kenles,wherc he was Oy

Alexander Bigmore, Archbiſhop of Divelin, ſued ro Pope 
Tohn the 21. ( ſol reckon, omitting the {ciſmaricke and dame 
Tone) for priviledge of an Vniverſitic to bee ordained in Ni- 
velin,vwhich tooke effe, and the firſt three Doctors of Divi- 
nity the ſaid Biſhop did create, Y//ulliam Hardit a Fryar prea- 
cher, Henry Cogey a Fryar minor,Fryar Edmund Kermeydin, 8 
one Dottor of the Canon law, /Yilliam Rodiard Deane of S. 
. Patricks, Chancellour of the ſaid Yniverſity, who kept their 
termes & commencements ſolemnely, neither was the ſame 
ever diſtranchiſed, but onely through variety of time diſcon- 
rinued,and now ſince the ſubverſion of monaſteries ; utterly 
extin,vvherin the Divines vvere cherithed, and open excr- 
ciſe maintained.

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eleted , who procured ſafe condutt for Deſmond to pleade 
his right before the King , where he was liberally intreared & 
allowed towards his expences there twenty ſhillings a day at 
the Princes charge, in confideration of which curceſie to his 
kin{man, the Eaile of Kildare , accompanyed with diverſe 
Lords,Knights,and choſen horlemen,ſerved the King at Cal- 
lice,a tovyne thought impregnable , and returned after the 
winning thereof in great pompe and jollity.

This yeare dyed Kemvricke Shereman, ſometimes Major of 
Divelin, a Benefactour to every Church and rejigious houſe 
twenty miles round about the citty : his legacies to poore 
and others, beſides the liberality ſhewved in his life time , a- 
mounted to 3 000.marks: with {uch plenty were our fathers 
bleſſed, that cheercfully gave of their true winnings to need- 
full purpoſes , whereas our time that gaineth exceſſively, and 
vwhineth at every farthing to be ſpenton the poore, 1s yer op- 
preſled vvith ſcarcity and bepygery. 

The fame time dyvelled in Viſter Sir Robert Savage, a 
vvealthie Knight, vvho'the rather to preſerve his ovvne, 
beganne to vyall & fortifie his Mannour houſes, vvith caſtles 
and pyles againſt the Iriſh enemy., exhorting his heire Sir 
Hengy.

Conſi- 
dey ane the effect of an Army vvrought in theſe fevy yeares, 
for doubt vvhereof you are nothing fo oft nor ſolamentably 
paled at, as your aunceſtors vyere,, vvhich'of them durſt be 
ſtored yvith-coyne,knovving the rebells teeth vyatered theres 
at, and himfelfe not able to hold him out? vvhich of them 
had leiſure to:build, to lye ſoft and vyarme, to take his eaſe in 
his ovvne home?vyhich of them vvere plated, or jevvelled, or 
attyred themſelves, their vivves and childrets ſumpruouſly, 
aker cheir calling as you doe tiowy ? If your bagges _

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vvhere theirs-werelancke , if you dwell neatly where they 


dwelied homely,if you ſleep on featherbeds where they ſlep:

Hree hundred yeeres after the flood, one Baytho-

y Lenzuinn, Salanxs, and Rnthurugas, and their

|  arrivedin this Iſland. This opinion followeth 
5 **©\ff Giraldus Cambrenſis, and him followeth Poly- 
__=ASY chronicen ; andmy ſeife, not meaning to ſwarve 
from the common opinion, thought good to acquaine the poſterity 
therewith. With this Bartholanw, as their Captaine, came many of 
that line, and muktiplied exceclingly for the ſpace of 300 yecres, to 
the number of gooo fighting men.

Eirſt 
he was in the yecre of the world 1802,theſecond Commander of Z. 
oypt, planted Colonies along the river Nitus, and after hce had 
reigned there 7 yecres, he endevoured by navigation to ſubdue unto 
his Empire many parts of the world.

red themſelves (ſay the Iriſh Antiquaries) and found warmth and 
wealth about them, every one began to looke big, andgrow ambiri. 
ous, (o that in proceſſe of time, deſire of Soverainty ſet the five bre- 
thren at variance, which in the cnd tended to their deſtruQtion. In this 
civill diſſention it is written, that Slenius the yongeſt through the 
aid of fome old inhabieants, got the upper hand, brought his foure 
brethren to alow eſtate, atcributcd unto himfelte the title of ſupreme 
honour over them, and encroched round aboutehe middle ſtone and 
fixed meare aforeſaid, for the ſpace of certaine miles ; which plot in 
time, obtaincd the priviledge and name of one entire plot,or part, and

Meth,that beareth hitherto the name after him. After his deccaſe the 
Princes thatbefore were ſubie& unto him, began to gather heart, ſto- 
mached the matter, and denied their obedience to his ſucceſſour-: 
whereupon enſucd continual warre amongſt them, and eſpecially a- 
bout the land of Meth, which ſtrife ob long time could nor bee ap- 
peaſed, yet in the ſpace of thirty ycercs aforeſaid, of theſe brethren 
and theirſucceſſorsthere were'nine Kings. In the neck of all theſe 
miſchiefes and hurlyburlics (fay the. Iriſh antiquities) ' there came'a 
flect of Scythian upon the coaſt, landed their men in Ircland, made 
claimeto the land, by a title ofrighe which they pretended from their 
forefather Nemedws (of whom mcntion is made before) ſo that by 
partaking with the one fide and the other, all was in an uproare, ha- 
_ vock was madconcach fide with fire and ſword in moſt miſerable

They ſpent themſelves in purſuing one another with ſuch 
ontrape, that they cared not what nation, or what ſouldicr they rc- 
ccivedtotheir aid, to hold up, or beat downea fide. Both the one and 
the other ſent for aid into the Ilands now called England and Scot- 
land, Orchades, Hebrides, &c. and acquainted forrainers with their 
Nate ſo farre, that they could never after be rid of them, to wit, the 
Britaines, till in the end they yeelded unto them rhe upper hand, as 
by conqueſts, in ptoceſſe of the hiſtory, ſhall appeare, Note (gentle 
reader) how that hitherto, thatis, the yeere of the world 2828, and 
before the birth of Chriſt 1142, theſe North parts of the world, as 
England, Scotland, Ircland, with other Iles, were poſſeſſed, comman- 
ded, and inhabitcd by the poſterity of 1apher atid Cham, the ſonnes 
of Neab,withour any ſpeciall name givento the lands,or to the Com. 
manders ofthem, otherwiſe then Samorher, Celte, Occanes, Neptu- 
wiſts, and A1bions, although I have hitherto uſed the names now in 
ure (for the plainer delivery of the hiſtory) as if they had beene 
knowne before ; neither were any called Scots as Heitor Beetine 
would havcir, 

After the times of the former troubles which happened in Ireland 
upon the landing of the Scythians, I finde nothing of Ircland till the 
dayes of Gargentiss (the ſonne of Be/inws) who began his raine, ac» 
cording to the ordinary account a»ns mand: 3580, and reigned 19 
yeeres over Britaine. This King after his viRory atchieved in Den. 


- mark (for his tribute which —_ had refuſed to pay him) retur- 


ning back toward Britainc, met by the Iles of Orkeney, with a navy 
of thirthy ſhips (Sranyharſft faith 60) with men and women, whoſe 
Generali was called Bartholin or Partholin ; in Ponticus Viranins 
Parrolom , in Flores Hiſtoriaram, Partholaims ;,in Gualter Oxonienfis, 
Bartholome ; in Fabian, Harding, Grafton, and Caxton, 1rlamal ; of 
whom thcy thinke the country to be called Ireland. Gargumtias de- 
manded of them what they were, and the occaſion of their travel, 
their anſwer was, they were Spaniards, and had long becne on the 
ſeas, ſeeking to findeſome favourable Prince, to afſligne them a place 
of habirarion, for that their country was ſo populous, that it could 
not containe them, (others write that for ſome diſordered parts they 
were baniſhcd their country) and where they found favour, they 
would become ſubieQs, and hold of him as their ſoveraigne Lord. In 
this flect with the Governor of Baion, their Generall (beforenamed)

vantages, the woods and the bogs defended them as occaſion ſcr- 
ved. This battaile with the preambies and circumſtances, continued 
one Whole yeere, the ſtrangers had no ſhipping to flee unto for ſuc- 
cour, the ground was unknowneunto them, their lodging and fare 
was cold, hard,and ſcant, ſo as their hardinefle could not bold out, 
their end was lamentable, and the honour was bequeathed to the 
Iriſh nation. The Princes of Ircland having thus withgreat ſucceſle 
foiked their enemies, delivered their people from utter overthrow, 
and quiered the land, reſted themſelves a while. Afterward, partly 
for recompence of good (crvice, and partly for fafcgard of the land, 
appointed the Danes (whom they had formerly hircd, who alſo un- 
to that time had ſerved them truely) over the whole land to prevent 
forraigneinvsſion, forewarned by the field of Fentra and the former 
attemprs; theſe Commanders with their particular places of com- 
mand, I thought good to impart to the courteous reader.

be driven away, The day of battaile was appointed to be! fought ac 
Amaghery Ongallin, no w called: Margallin in Weſtmeath, though 
the field be called Ardkagh, whichis by interpretation, aſct field. 

The Danes ſent to Denmarke, intirnating their griefe and lamenta- 
ble eſtate, craving aide of the King, and that be would be pleaſed to 
ſend his ſonne to be their Generall, who (accordingtothcir requeſt) 
ſhortly after landed with tenne thouſand Ralworth ſouldiers (ſo the 
old phraſe runneth) and they comming together, made: uptwenty 
and cight thouſand, and ſeven hundred. The Kings of Ircland with 
their forces were threeſcore and five thouſand. The Dancs or Nor- 
wegians being valiantand venterous, baſtened to the battaile at the 
day appointcd. The Kings in like fort with their forces hearing 
that their enemics approched, ſet themſelves in battaile array, and 
came toa place where they all kiſſed the ground, readic to dye one 
with another, and gave (after their manner) fuch a crie, as if heaucen 
and carth met together, and therewith ſomewhat amazed their enc- 
mies, ſo that the placeto this day is called Balle-Nangartha, in En- 
gliſh, Garrcſtowne. 

T heſtrangers placed themſelves on the South-weſt fide of the hill, 
that the forces of the Kings being on the other fide, ſomewhat be- 
neath them, might not caſilie diſcric their Armicz they appointed 
their worſt men for their Rereward, that ſeeing the Voward valiant- 
ly encountring and prevailing, they might thereby be the more en. 
couraged. They placed thcir raſcals on their jades,nagges and labou- 
ring garrons,on the top ef an hill,where at this day is alittle Mote in 
remembrance thercof, giuing themin charge, that when the forces 
of the land eſpiedthem, and drew neere, they ſhould retire to the 
maine battaile for refuge andſuccour; they hoped by theſe meanes, 
thatthe Kings when they ſaw ſo greata company flee, would breake 
their order and array to purſue them, and fo lay themſelves open to 
utter overthrow; andthen was their intent to have made the King 
of Denmarkes ſonne, King of the land, and to have cnioyed the 
Realmeto them and their poſteritic for cuer, 

The Kings of Ireland beipg ſeven innumber,tracinga while on the

Where- 
like in Eng» fore faint not, be of good courage, and we ſhall prevaile, let us winne 
land. vantage of ground, and get the ſide of the hill, and bogge againſt 
them, that their horſes prevaile not, and once maſtcr them, we (hall 

quickly over-runnec the peſants; now laſt, kiſle one another, in token 
that you will live and dic one with another, ” 

Thebarraile o& His words being ended, they marched forward with Pipes, Cor- 
Ardkacs. nets, and Trumpets ſounding. Their chiefe armes were Skeynes, 
Speares, Darts,Slings,and Sparthes, (which we call Galloglas Axecs:) 

they ſent their boyes and varlets,as they had formerly determined, 
tothe top ofthe hill. The King of Leinſter that had the leading of 

the horſemen, no ſoonereſpied them, but (contrary to the - 1 aid 

downe uponthe hill of Traſc) put ſpurres to his horſe, and with a 

loud voyce ſaid, follow me, they werqſtraightypon their backes that 

fled, ſothat the Danes had no lciſure to reccive them for their ſafe- 

ard, but were driven to kill their owne before, as the Triſh did be- 

hinde. Immediately came the light foot under the leading of Gi/le- 

more,and together with the horſe,charged the voward of the Dancs, 

ſo that the raſcals ofthe Danes, and the light foormen of the Iriſh 

were {laine, with the death and hurt of many a Dane. Then came the 

great barraile of the Kings of Ireland in reſcue of the horſe, with a 

great and terrible noiſe, and gave a ſtout charge upon theenemie(that 

kept the ground, I meanc the ſide of the hill) and fiercely bare them 

downe to the bottome, where they fought a crucll batrell with cquall 

The King of fortune, almoſt the whole day, untill the King of Denmarkes fonne 
Leinſter flai- Was ſlaine by the King of Leinſter, whereupon the, Danes fled, the 
— Iriſh followed, and had the killing of them without reſiſtance, till 
$054 horſe and man were weary,and the Danes in a manner all deſtroyed. 
The Danes Ofthe Iriſh wereſlaine(as Lfinde in theantiquities of the land) foure 
oeteont Kings, twenty five Kings ſorines, and of others,ninetecnethouſand, 
ſeven hundred and threcſcore, though others cxtenuate the matter. 

They fay the horſes went to their bellies in bloud, alſo the ayre 

with the ſtinke was infeRed, and thercof ſhortly after roſe a grie- 

vous plague, which cut off the wives, children, and ſervants of the 

Danes, and of many of the Iriſh that were ſlaine. -

There was at this ficld, one Ferre a Dane, a valiantſouldicr in the Ferres a Dane 
fight, but eſcaping with life, for very ſorrow of the overthrow, and * 2*5**+ 
loile of his friends, FT madde, and kept company with wilde beaſts - 
tohis dying day. Fin Mac Coile, one of the principall Captaines of r;; 2:4 ceite. 
the Daniſh ſepr,was in Romear the time of this field; many things 
arc reported of him worthy remembrance. His chicfe houſe was cal. 
led Baragh-llys in Viſterz he was a man in his proſperitie of great 
command in Ireland, ſo that the Danes and Norwcyans had through 
him great dealing and cntercourſe with Ireland, and Ireland with 
them, Bur yer (asit ſometime falleth out among the deereſt friends) 
many jarres and broiles and faQions fell betweene them, and eſpeci- 
ally berwcene the ſept of Klan ne Morne, and Klan ye Boisken, both The Dancs 
which ſides ſtill relieved themſelves out of Denmarke. The King of ifzgree in 
Denmarkeart laſt hearing of the fame of Fin Mac Coile, (ent for him, ms 
and cepke (ucha liking to him, that he concluded to marry him unto 
bis daughter. Fi» went thither with three thouſand fouldiers: the 
King one day as they converſed together, asked after the manner of 
the death of his three ſonnes,Comen, Law- ne-cMey4d,and Feagh,who 
formerly went into Ireland to maintaine one of the fations; Dermor 
O Doyne, (one of Fins company) anſwered, trouble not thy ſelfe, O 
King, this is the hand that killed thy ſonne Comen; one Osker faid, 
thisis the hand that killed thy ſonne Zaw-ne-Meyd; Keyn Mac Fin 
alſo ſaid, this is the hand that killed thy forme Feagh. Herewith the 
King was wroth and ſaid, Fin Mac Co#le, thou and thy men are my | 
priſoners, forthwith they dtew their Skeynes, the Kings guard for x; a, /2ite 
feare fled, they tooke him priſoner,carricd him aboord their ſhippes, wkerh theking 
hoiſed up faile, and broughthim to Ircland, fo as the marriage was > rag 
daſhr, and the King driven to pay aranfome for his libertie, before 
he couldiget from them. This Fin Mac Coile alſo fought with a Gy- g,e.coume:, 
ant that landed at Honth,and came to challenge combats for tribute, a Gyanc. 
and by policic, not by ſtrength, overcame him: his policie was this, 
he cauſed him in the night, (for the ſpace of three nights) to be kept 
waking, andin the day timeto be fought withall, and rhereby wea- 
kened his ſtrength, and foiled the Gyant. Toward his end, one Gor7e Gore burneth 
an old man, after theſe former warres andtroublcs, came to his honſe {7s (eiles 
(before ſpoken of) and boaſted unto the Gentlewomen then preſent, 
of his feates in warre, andthe combars he had fought, whercat they 
laughed, he being offended with them, ſware in his anger that hee 
would burnethem all, got old timber atid ſtraw, put itin the houſe, 
fired ir, made faſt the doores, and compaſſed about the houſe with 
men that none might eſcape. They cryed untohim out oftheir win- 
dowes to fave their lives, but he was incxorable, and conld not bee 
drawne to any compaſſion, and when the houſe was readie to fall, 
he fled into Mounſter, and there hid himſclfe in a Cave. Fin Mac 


Coilecame home from hunting, and beheld this wofull ag 
ow 
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how his Wife, bis Maides, his old Souldicrs, his Horſes, his Grey- 
hounds, his Platc and houſbold ſtuffc, his Shields, Iackes,and Shirts 
of mailc, and his inſtruments of Muſicke, were conſumed to aſhes, 
made after Gorreinto Mounſter,wherec he found him, and after ſome 
skirmilh of both fides, rooke him, and brought him to the place 
where he had committed this villany. Gorre when hee beheld the 
bones of them that were burned, laughed, and being asked why, 
his anſwer was, that hee laughed at them that ſormerly laughed ar 
him. This wilie Gorre being kept that night from execution, in rhe 
dead of the night ſtole away, and was found in a Cave, where by

It is written of Maximus, who beganne his raigne in Baitaine, 
Anno Dom. 387, that he tooke great diſpleaſure againſt the Scots 
and Iriſh, for partaking with Cones, and upholding the faRion be. 
tweene him and Carogoch: thus it is written; Afaximus drave the 
Scots out of Britaine, and compelled them to get habitation in Ire- 
land, the out lies, and the North part of the maine, and finally divi- 
dcd their region betweene the Britaines and the Pies, He denounced 
warre alſo againſt the Iriſh men, for receiving them into their land; 
but they craving peace, yeelded to ſubſcribe, that from thenceforth 
they would not recciveany Scot into their dominions. 

Hefor Boetias penneth this matter at large,that all the Scots were 
baniſhed, and deſperſed themſclves into the Hebrydes, Orchades, 
Norwcey, Denmarke, and ſome into France and, Italic. And where 
Maximms ſomewhat tendred their utter ruine and overthrow; and 
referred them to the Piftes for favour, the Pies moſt cruelly gave 
ſentence,that the Scots which fled not, ſhould cate the Pies ſword, 
&c: Andofreland he writeth, Y pon the firſt comming of thu newes, 
ell Ireland mourned and made great lamemtationz and when they had 
deliberately examined the exiles, and underſtood all the accidents that 
befell them in Albion, they appoimted certaine dayes for a parley, ſums 
woned from Eaſt to Weſt, all the Princes of the land to meete their Mo- 
arch at the certaine day and place prefixed,to conſult bow and by what 
meanes the Roman forces might be reſiſted, and the kingdome of Atbi- 
on reſtored to their allies and _ the Scots, When they could de- 
wiſe ns remedie(for they feared the power of the Romanes)they thought 
good to put up all iniuries, and to imtreate for peace. To thu parpoſe 
they ſent Ambaſſadors to Maximms the Romane Captaine, who at the 
firſt ſharpely rebaked them,far that they had ſent aide into Albion 4- 
2ainſt the Romanes their confederates and favourites, and in eſpecial, 
ſeeing that unto that day, Irelapd of all the kingdomes of the world, 


felt little ſmart of the Romane ſword. In the end he received "_ into 
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favour and granted them peace upon theſe conditions.T bat they ſhauld Conditions of 
thenceforth receive no enemies of the Romanes into the Realme of Ire- Pfoct Detween 
land, netther any that gave aide againſt the Romanes, and tbat no re. and I:iſh, 
bell of the Iriſh under pretence ofmarchandize, ſoould thenceferth et 
fort in Albion. Theſe conditions of peace being concladed, the Iriſh were 
quiet, and trode not upoy Scottiſh ſaite. Sofarre Boetiue. | 
Nat long after this (according to Ponticus Firwnins) Guanine, King 4 nag Ute 
of Hunnes, and Melge King of Pies having long hulled here and Of 
there, and roved upon the ſeas, were by Gratianw (after their inva- 
ding of Britaine ahd Scetland, in the abſence of Maximus) over. 
throwne,anddriven qutof the kingdome, and forced to flee for re- 
fuge into lreland: foule weather followed theſerwo Kings, and Ire- 
Jand gavethem hard cntertainemear atthe firſt. Notwithſtanding I 
fiade, that this Guewins and Metgs; aftcrthe death of this Gratianus, 
(who uſurped the kingdome of Britaine' for theſpace of foure yecrcs 
upon the death of Maximur, whorhad {laine Gratianus the Empe- 
rour) preparcd againe for Britaine, and brought with them the cxiled 
Scots with Iriſh and llanders for their aide. But to proceed. | 
Thomas Cooper, who afterwards was Biſhopof Wincheſter , ſpea- 74,,c,ogr.- 
king of the returne of the Scots from exile {(in his continuing of the 
Chronicle of Lenqser) maketh theſame ro be 4n»o D om. 423. and 
withall delivereth his ic, that the Scots about this time came 
firſt out of ſreland into that country,which of them was called Scot- 
land, If hehad referred itto a further yeere, namely when the fixe 
ſonnes of Awredas King of Viſter-came to Scotland, haply it would 
have carried ſorne probabilitie ; bur eo ſay that it was the firſt com- 
mingof the Scots into Scotland,I doe no more like of it, then George Ferun 4a; 
Bachanan doth, neither doth it concurre with the antiquities prece-« ub.5. 
dent or ſubſequent. Cambrenſcs and Stanihurff doe dire mein this 
courie. Here 7 am 10 note, ( ſaith Cambrenſis) thet in the time of 
Neall, Atorarch of Ireland, the fixe ſonnes of Muredus, King of Viſter, Cambrenſ:. 
With no ſmall nevie, poſſeſſed the North parts of Britaine, whence the 
vation iſſuing out of them, and by ſpeciall nanve called Scortiſh to rhis 
day, inhabite that northirne angle; but upon what occaſion they care 
buher, how and by whas great treaſons (rather then voyages) they ba- 
niſhed the Pictes from thoſe parts, a ſtout nation, farre paſing themfor 
armes and courage, 1 riferre to our Topozraphie of Britaine: Stani- =o pi pe: 
hurſt «4dderh; rhis inrode imo Albania wes a little before the com- 
ming of Patricke. So that theſe Noble men of Itcland came into Scot- 
land in the time of Neale, and Patricke came into Treland in the time 
of Leizerim the fonne of Neale, as hereafter more at large {hall ap.

Funitius) Celeftinus Bilnop of Rome fent Palladims into Scotland, aw, os hre, 
who was the firſtthat gave them Biſhops; for unto that _ = PET 
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Geo.Buchan#n. Churches without Biſhops, were governed by Monkes, with leſſe 
149 501, 19.5% pride and outward pompe, but with greater ſanQitic and meekeneſle - 
of ſpitit, &c. I make mention of him, for that (as our Iriſh CAnony- 
Iicelin in vita 9996, and Tocelin doe write) he landedin the North parts of Ireland, 
Sax; Pairicij where hc hardly eſcaped with life, as it is reported,thence he went to 
aps 3.4 thellands, where hedid much good,laſtly hecame to Scotland, prea- 
ched the Goſpell, rooted out the Pelagian hereſie, and conſecrated 
them Biſhops, &c. 
Chrifian faich Atthis time (as itis written inthe life of Declanw) Chriſtian reli- 
in Ireland. pion firſt beganne, and tooke roote in Ireland, not as ſome have.

The truth of the hiſtoric is 
Colmannus and AS followeth. T here was one Colmannus in Mounſter, a reverend

un Devens. nc Dymaea Chriſtian ſchoolemaſter, under whom he profited ſo 
much, that his fame was ſpread farre and nigh,ſo that upon good ad- 
vice andcounſfaile,he travailed to Rome, whiere Cel/eſtinws the Pope 
conſecrated him Biſhop, where alſo he met with ©1/bews a Biſhop 
of Iriſh birth. In his returne from-Rome, he mette with Patricke in 
Italic, converſed a while with him,and being inioyned by Celeſtinae, 
haſtencd to Ircland, aud left Patricke that was bound for Rome. D e- 
clanws after his arrivall in Ireland, cameamong his owne ſept(whom 
Fantic of che MIN Author calleth Navdeſs, and I take to be the ancient houſe of 
Decies, the Decies) not farre from Liſmore, and there preached the Goſpell, 
and converted many to the Chriſtian faith.

Immediately there inſucd a grievous plague over Agrear peſti- 
all Mounſtcr, and eſpecially ar Caffill, which was thedcath of chou- Foccin 
ſands, the manner of1t was this, firſt they had che yellow jaundies, 
then they fell downe for dead. King Engus lamented greatly the 
death offeven Nobles of Mounſter, that were pledges with him at 
Caſhll, and miſcarried in this mortalitie. Not long after, Decian#s cn- 
ded the way of all fleſb, and lyeth boried at Ardmore.

The manuſcript Legend of Ireland reporteth, that Saint Patrick 
in his Epiſtles wrote his ownelife; The Antiquaries report, that in 
his confli&s with the ſages of the Gentiles, this Apoſtle of the Iriſh 
wrought no leſſe miraclesthen of old Afoſes under Pharaoh, or Peter 
under Nero, and that he endured many dipleaſures. In theend after 
his death, hee was buried neere the City of Dune, bue the yeere a- 
mong the Hiſtoriographers is not agreed upon , yet in remembrance 
of him this diſtichon was made.

He was a Kings ſonneof Ireland, excellently ſtudied in Phi» 
loſophie, Mes mr to the ccclefiaſticall courſe of life, and 
to the end he might plant religion, and ſpreade abroad chriſtianitic, 
cnterprifed a voyage farre from his native foile: This holy man 
firſt of all taught here and there throughout France, he came to Poi- 
tiers, and became father of the Monkes of Saint Hi/arie, and withthe 
aidc of King Clodovaras,crefted a ſtately Monaſteric, the like he did 
at Moſella in Flanders, upon the top of the mount Voſagius, at Ar- 
gentine , Curia Rhetiorum, and elſewhere throughout Burgun- 
dic. Laſtly, he camc to Angia Seckingenſisupon the Rhenc, to the 
end he might there alſo builda Cell; after many ly Sermons and 
learned Interpretations, he is ſaid to have written a Booke of cxhor- 


tations unto the ſacred Virgins. He flouriſhed in the yeere 495. and 


reſteth in the Monaſterie of Seckinge before ſpoken of.

- ens, and Scots alfo, and diſperſed themſelvesfarreand nigh,(as here- 
aſtcr (ha!lmote plainely appearc) into forraigne countries, converted 
and confirmed thoufands in thetrue fairh.

is now the Patrone ot the Cathedrall Church of Corke; his Legend 
runneth thus: There was a certaine King in Jrcland, called Tegerne- 
7#s, who had to his handmaid, a very beautifull Damoſell, this King 
gave charge throughout his dominion, that none ſhould be ſa bold 
as to touch her, tor ir was ſuppoſed he kept her for his owne tooth. 
Yer (faith the Legend) one of his ſouldiers, whoſe name was {mor 
gen, (a bl:cke Smith) got her with chile, the which being brought 
to lib, and the rime of her travaile nigh approaching, Tegernatas 
commanded that ay \nryy father, rhe faire harlot the mother, 
(with her great bellic) thon!d bee caft into the. fire, and burncd to 
aſhes. But ((aich the Legend) they were all miraculouſly deliucred, 
and the childe ſafely brought into the wor'd. At his bapr-ſme he was 
named Loeyas, but in a whule after, three religious men that had the 
charge ot him (by reaſon of the beautic ofhis white:lockes, and gra» 
tious aſpe&) called him in Iriſh, Faenberrab, whom now wee call 
Fywbarry, He was brought up under Biſhop 7 orperexs, the diſciple 
of Greg orie, Biſhop of Rome, and was converſant with Farterss, 
(another Legend callerh him Fyechna) a King in Ircland, who did 
alot hima certaine portion of land in his country. Bilbop Torperess 
gave himorders, aftcr which he went (faith the Legend) into Alba- 
nia nowcalled Scotland, did much good there,and went from thence 
to Rome,and was conſecrated Biſhop in thetime of Gyegorie the firft, 
then he returned to 7reland, landed on the South fide of theriver Lees 
where one £48 a Noble may gave him a parcell of. = where 
(with the aide of many good men) he built che old Citie of Corke, 
and the Cuthedrall 1 So pr wt an faire Church. yard, 
wherein now ſtandeth a watch Towre, builded by the Danes. The 
Legend ſpeaketh ofa priviledge granted torbat Church-yard, which 
take to have beene brought in through the covetouſnelle of the 
Prieſts: That what faithfull ſocver being penitent, ſhall bee buricd 
therc, ſhall not aftcr this life, feele rhe torments of hell ; as if every 
nonnel yon rent Chriſtian were not freed from hell, whercſocver he 
be buricd, But lct us proceed:T#rperens Biſhop of Cloan his Schoole- 
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maſtcr, was the firſt man that was buricd in that Church. yard. Aﬀter 
this, Finberry wenttoCalzngses a reverend man, then Abborof Clo- 
ane, and concluded betweene themſelves, that in the feare of God, 
they would both be buriedin one place, and ſoindeed it fell our, for 
there Finbarry fell ſicke, received the Sacrament at the hands of Ca« 
langas, ended his dayes, and was brought to the Church-yardof old 
Corke, and there interred; ſhortly after, followed Calangns, and 
there Bilhop T erperss the firſt Biſhop of Cloane, Fin5arry the firſt 
Biſhop of Corke, and Ca/anzss the firft Abbot of Cloane; keepe to» 
gcther in the duſt of the earth, waiting for the reſurreAton ar the laſt 
day. The fabulous circumſtances of the Legend I leave to old Wives 
and long winters nights; yerto ſatisfic the reader that I met with the 
Originall,I will lay down part of the Latine rithmes ſung * fr pan on 
his day, being the 2 5. of September, not worthy of tranſlation into

Now commeth in the confuſed name of Colme, Columba, Colum. 
banss, Columkillus, and Colmennus; who all lived at one time,abour 
the dayes of King Arthure, and were all of Iriſh birth, but arc great- 
ly miſtaken by the Antiquarics. | | 

The firſt called Colambanus by Adamennus and Capgreve,in the 
life of Columba, was,as they write, Epiſcopas Lopinentss a Biſhop of 
= but the Diocefle of which he was Biſbop, I finde not na- 
med, | | 

The ſecond by Beds (whom, for authority and antiquitic, I reve- 
rence) is called Colambanss presbiter 6 Abbas, Pricſt and: Abbot, 
whom Capgrave calleth Columba, borhe of Noble Parentage in Ire- 
land. 4damannus who wrote his life, faith, his father hight Ferdl;- 
md, the ſonne of Fergss, his mother Erhnes, and that the ſecond 
yeere after the bloudic battaile of Cule-Dreibnc, he came to Britaine 
in the tirnc of Gildas ſapiens, and converted the Pies. But beforc his 
departure out of 7reland, he foundeda Mocaliege (faith Beds) copia 
roborem, inthe Scottiſh tongue called Dearmagh.Capgrave termeth 
x Roboretumn, the grove of Okes. In Britaine (faith Beds) he builded 
a Monaſtcric in the 7zland called Hu, (Cepgrave calleth it 7ona ) 


where he lycth buried, ending his dayes at the age of 77. yecres, 


whoſe death A4idanusKing of Scots greatly lamented. Beda reporteth 
that ſome wrotc of him,which work came not tq his hands,and that 
in the obſervation of Eaſter he followed no pther direRion, then hee 
found in holy Scripture. Here (gentle reader) two.ſcruples are to be 
removedfrom among our 7riſh Antiquaries; the firſt Beds diffolveth, 
namely that ofhim the name of Colamk#!i came in;Co/vmba, now 4 
dayes (att be) of ſome men compoundingCella and Golumba,is called 
Columcelli, and in Capgrave we reade Colamkillins. The ſecond ſcru- 


ple is, where Beds writeth that he was buricd in the 7ſle Hu, the An- 


tiquaries of 7reland record his functall tohave beenc at Downe, (as 
formerly 7 have written) in one Tombe with Parricke and Brigide; 
7 hold both may be tzue, namely that he was buried in the 7{le before 
ſpoken of, and being thence tranſlated into Downe in 7reland, (as 
Brigide was before) now reſteth therein one grave with Parricke and 


her. 
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The third Co/ambanw, otherwile called Columba, of Iriſh birth, 3 (*nbe. 
was a moſt famous man of that time for _— and vertue, cterni- 
zcdin writing by 79»45an Abbot his diſciple, allo by Capgrave, Bale, 
Sarius, Baroniue, Lippeloo and Staniburft.In his youth he was migh- 
tily cemptcd with the feminine ſex, nihil :am ſaniium religione, (ſaith 
mine Author) 1amque cuſtodia clauſum,quod penetrare libido nequeat. 

He forſooke his native ſaile, went to Congellus, Abbot of Bangor, 
continued there many yeeres, and having formerly taken with him 
ewelve of his country men, called twelve followers, hee went into 
France, and made them Cabancs,aftcr the Iriſh manner, in ſtcad of 
Monaſterics, Many fabulous things are reported of Wolves, Bearcs, 
and Fowles of the ayre, that they had no power over him. When he 
had continued together with his followers, twenty yeeres in one 
place, he was baniſhed thence, and being deſirous to returne to Ire. 
land,Cloterime ſonne to Chilpericke ſtaid him, yet he tooke his courſe 
into Icalic, where 4gi/#lphus King of Lombardie received him moſt 
honourably, and in Italic hee dicd, faith Beds in his Martyrologe, 
though Capzrave write it was in Almaine, whoſe report of him 1«.Capgreve: 
I may notomit. Hebuilded (faith he) certaine famous Monaſterics 
in Almaine, intothe which, (as it is ſaid) they admitohely Iriſh men 
unto this day. He wrote (ſaith Lippeloo) a booke againſt the Ariaus, 
Bale reckoneth his other workes that he publiſhed,

that the ſaid King left hu illcaſtome of ſelling his priſoners which hee 
tcokeim Ireland, which was a thing hardly granted unto him, and 18 
Wolftan, Biſhop of Worceſter, the gaine that the King had by the ſale 
of thoſe Ir1ſh men was ſuch. 

The Britiſh Chronicle reporteth how that 4»»0 1087. and the 
laſt ycere of William Conquerour, the ſonnes of Blethlyn ap Conwyn, 
ſometime King of Wales, gathered their ftrengrh together againſt 
Rees ap 71der, who not being able to meere with: them, fled to 7re-

0115 1. ſaith Mathew Pars; but by the conſent of moſt Writers, 
Anno 1152. ſurnmoned a Councell, where in the preſence of the Bi- 
ſhops, Abbots, Kings, Dukes, &the Anticnts of Ireland,by the Apo- 
ſolike authoritic, Colledge of Cardinals, & conſent of the Bilhops, 
Abbors,& others there preſent, they ordained foure Archbiſbopricks 
in Ireland, and gave them foure pales, to wit, Ardmach, Dublin, Ca» 
ſhell, and Tarn. In Ardmach, then fare Gelaſiur, in Dublin Grego-

ing d,but with armes, being urged,you revenge my quarrel]: 
this when you will, and as you will, not onely I aske, but require 2 
your hands, Farewell. Kk The 
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Doitor Llanmers ( hronicle 
The Monarch for ſome former quatrell againſt Dexmer was all on 
fre,and joyning forces with Orov7e, entred Leinſter with fire and 
{word, the people cry wocand alacke (0 bone in ir:fſh) now arc wee 
puniſhed for the lewdnefſe of our Prince. Dermor lulling himſelfe in 
his lovers armes, heareth the newes, ſtarteth upon a ſodaine, beho!= 
eth his Lady, hath no power to ſpeake, runncth forth, calleth his 
men, cryeth for aid, throughout his country, none gave earc unto 
him; the country thought now (whereas they could not) that God 
will be revenged on him for his exaCtions, cruelty, tyranny, and all 
other villanies praiſed upon his ſabje&s, and eſpecially for deflou- 
ring another mans wife: when he ſaw himlſelfe quite forſaken, voyd 
and deſtirutc of all ayde, he betooke himſelfe to the ſea, and fled for 
England, but what became of the Harlot I cannot learne; belike thee 
hanged her ſelfe when ſhe had fer all the counery'in uprore.

ter, and fawne upon him; to be ſhort, meete, they cenfirme 
march Wezford, tolay ſiege to thetomney cowneſmen a 
fierce & wilfull pcopic,(to chenumber of 2000.

Stephens came to the wals, filled the trenches with armed men, and 
appointed his Archers to levell at the wals and turrets, if occaſion 
were offered: the towneſmen manfully defended themſelves, threw 
over the wals great ſtones and pieces of timber, bure many,and made 
them voydthe place, whom, a may nga Knight, called De- 
wid Barrye, adventured to ſcale the walles, but with a great ſtone 
which fell upon his head-piece, he was caſt downe to the ditch, and 
carried away by his fellowes with ſafeguard of his life, upon this they 
oe to the ſca ſtrand, and fircd all the ſhips and veſſels which they 
found there.

And here Dermot 
Mac Morogh is mightily condemned, he being origigally for cxa&i- 
on, extortion, cruelty, tyranny, and other damnable. offences, iuftly 
exiled, now ſheweth no Princely tomacke, bur a baſe Wolviſh 
minde; for when 300. of the Offory mens heads were throwneat his 
feete, (alas they had not offended) hee viewed them all, and finding 
one whom he knew, and mertally hated, he held him by the head 
and cares, and moſt brutifhly with his tceth, bir the noſc' and lips of ' 
the dead, whom without the ayde of the Britaines, hee darſt nor be. 
holdin the face. In this bloudy courſe, Dermot direRed thele worthy 
warriours, they more afteQing the prey for their preſent mainte. 
nance, then the bloud of any perſon, to ſpoyle, burne,waſte the coun- 
try, and murther the poorc and fecely people, which God wot,meane 
no harme: whereupon Doza/d, Prince of Oflory, delpiling Dermor 
Mac Morogb,by the advice of his Councell an& friends, ſent to Rz- 
bert Futz, Stephens in writing as followeth: Sir Knight of Noblcrace, 
renowned for martiall proweſle, Dovald Prince of Offory lendetn 
greeting: Dermot that damnable adulterer in his owne perſon, with 
the King of Meths wife, and in his ſonnes perſon with my wife, have 
drawnetheeand thoſe Gallants, (moſt worthy Knight>) into this 
poore country and naked people: I will yecld my fſcltc (it is for the 
good of my poorefollowers)into thy hands, peace I crave,and peace 
let me have. Rebers Fitz Stephens acquainted Dermot Mac Morogh 
with the premiſes of all ſides, the Iriſh-difſembled, (as hereafter ſhall = 
further appeare) peace they granted, and they acknowledged Der- 
wot for their Lord and Soveraigne, In all this ſervice, I may not con- 
ccale what Cambrenſisdelivereth. David Barry and Meilerine, cfte. 
ed ſingular exployts, and deſerved no lefſe commendations. As 
ſoone as the good ſuccefſe of Dermor'and the ſtrangers lately arrived, 
was ſpread d, Rory Ocomochor, alias Roderiche, King of Con- 
naught, Monarch of Ireland, called the Princes and Nobles of the

out 4s fall out msy, wee will live and dye together , bee you trme to ws, 
wee will not bee falſe to you : Dermot herevpon gathering his ſpirits 
rogether,got him and his followers to a cerraine faſtenefle, not farrc 
from Fernes, where hee intrenched and plaſhed himfelfe, being invi- 
roncd with woods, hils, rockes, bogges and waters, a place to mans 
ſeeming inacceſhible and invincible, to endure for a while wandring 
clowds, and threatning ſtormes of his adverſaries, to vaniſh and bee 
caricd away with waving winds of fortune and unfortunate warres : 
Whoſe foreſight and ready wit Robert Fitz Stephens highly com- 
mended, Immediatly there came a Meſſenger from Roderic the Mo- 
narch unto Robert Fitz Stephens with this meſſage: T he Britans may

1 heare you have Baſtaras yoar ſelfe, to what end is your 
embaſiie ? If Roderick give conncell, we need it not; if he Prophecie, we 
credit not his oracle; fe command as 4 Prince, we obey not hi aute« 
rity, if bee threaten as an enemie ,a figge for bus Monarchy, The 
meſſenger returned with ſmall welcome, going and comming ; Ro- 
deric berthought himſelfe againe, and fentlerters to Dermor , per- 
ſwading him to be at peace with his conntry people, and to baniſh 
the ſtrangers out of the Land ; he rejefed his councell and defpiſerh 
the meſſenger : Roderic ſeeing that his private praiifes tooke ſmall 
effe&,put himſelfe in armes,alſemblcth his forces, and delivereth un- 
tothem theſe ſpeeches + Tow right worthy and valiant defenders of 
your Comntry and liberty; Con with what people and for what 
cauſe wee are now to fight and wage battell, the enemy of bis owne 
Country , the tyrant over his owne people, the exile fugitive, behold 
bee is retarned backed with ftrangers, and purpoſeth 10 deſtrvy ws aud 
the whole Nation ; bee being an enemy, hath brought in thoſe enemies, 
which have beene ever batefull unto ms all, and are moſt gretdy to 
bave the Sooeraignty and Dominion over as all, proteſting dpenly and 
firmely avouching, that by fatall defliny they aretobee Commanders 
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over this land. _And ſo farre hath be poured out bus vemome,that there

T be Britaines ben 
ing at diſcord, pa: hating their vicious King Careticus, the Saxons 
finding epportenitic 14 over-rumne all, ſent for Gurrmundus the arch- 
Pirate and terror of the Ocean ſeas, who i8yning ſorces together, foyied 
the Britaines, and baniſhed their King: not long after, Iiewbert aſþi> 
ring ts the Crowne of France, procured the ſaid Gurmund to h ayde: 
behold the end, Gurmund was ſlaine, Iſcmbert  6$erthrowne, and bis 
whole pradtiſe came to nought. Wherefore let us with one minac, like 
thoſe valiant Frenchmen in our rightfull cauſe, in the defence of our 
country, and ſafeguard of the lives of our wives and children, coragt- 
ouſly give the onſet upon our enemies.

unto Dez mot Mac 
Morogh, promiſing him thar hee and his heires ſhould ip peace and 
quietneſſe enjoy all Leinſter, and acknowledge him for his chiefe 
King and Monarch, and to yeeld unto him the ſervice and homage 
that to that belonged; and that he ſhould deliver him his ſonne Cun- 
thur w (Cnorhurines laith Srewybarſt) for pledge and hoſtage.

Earle Strangbow left behinde, one davghter of render yecres, and 
lyeth buricd inthe Church of the bleſſed Trinity in Dublin, over a- 
gainſt the Pulpit, inthe body of the Church, whoſc excquics, Las- 
rence O Toole, Archbiſhop of Dublin did folemnize with great reye- 
rence; whereupon the King ſent into Ireland, 11iliam Fits Adelme 
ro be his Lievetenant, with the allowance of twenty Gentlemen of 
his boulhold, and joyned with him in commiſſion, John de Conrcy, 
withthe allowance of tenne men. to attend his perſon. Robert Fitz. 
Stephens, and cAiles Cogan, who had nobly ſcrved him in his warg 
two yecrs,with the allowance of twenty men to attend their perſons; 
at which time,faith Holinſhed, the Iriſh men. paid the King a tribute 
of twelve pence yeerely for every houle,or elſe for every yoke of Ox- 
cn, (alias plow) which they had of their owne. 

Richard, ſurnamed Strangbow, had to his father, Gi/Ler7, likewiſe 
ſurnamed $iramgbow,tor his valour & ſtrength;this Gr/bert wasE, of 
Ogyc in Normandic,& Lord of Totcnhi, Alverdiſten, & Wolaſton 
in England, ſo created by Henry 1.1«lliam the ſon of 05bert, a Nor- 
man,E. of Ogie in Normandie, had iſſuc, Richard,E.of Ogic,this Ri- 
chard had iſſue Walter & Gilbert,atorcſaid father toRichard EStravg.

the Conquerour. And as far as I can learn,jya/ter was the firſtEarle of 
Pcnbroke (the Britaines call it Penbraich Morc, the head of an arme 
of the ſea) whence both che Countic, and the moſt noble Earldome 
have their denominations. .Arns/pb de monte Gomerih, the yonger 
ſonnec of Reger de montegemerik, that was by William the Conque- 
rour created Earle of Arundell and Shrewsbury, builded the Caſtle 
of Pcnbroke, where Hemry the ſeventh was borne, 1/1//iam the Con- 
querour gave him Divet and Cardigan, hee was Earle of Ogie, 
and theſecond Earle of Penbroke, and married the davghter (by the 
mediation of Gire/d de Wind/ore, Conſtable of his Caſtle) of Ao- 
rogb, King of Leinſter in Ireland. Gilbert, ſurnamed Strawgbow,was 
created by King Stephen, the third-Earle of Penbroke, hee was Earle 
of Ogie in Normandie, Lord of Totenham,Alverdiſton, Wolaſton, 
and Cardigan, and in England ſucceeded A4rwwiph. Henry the firlt 
made him Eacle of Strigule, now called C w, and gave him 
Cardigan; this Gilbere builded Caſtrogie, «/ias Caſtrum Ogie, in 
Gwent, and the Caſtle of Stratmirike.

ſtones, the woods being ſo nigh; where he might berter warme him- 
ſclfe, with other ſlender and ſcornefullanſwers. 'Conrcy to be'teven- 
—_ him, ſaw no berter courſe then eo prey his country, 'muſtred 
into three parts; and tothat cnd, thigcotnpany inlike age 
| portione

portioncd berweene the foremoſt of the voward, and the laſt of the 
rereward, there was three miles diſtancez the paces were narrow,the 
way miry and boggy, with thicke buſhes on either fide, the Iriſh be- 
ing (as I ſaid before) cleven thouſand in number, ſiood uponall ad- 

vantages, had their cſpials upon them , divided themſelves hkewiſe, 
and ſtept in betweene every of the Engliſh companies, and upon a 
ſudden, made ſuch a cry, and gave ſucha ſhout, that the woods rang 
thereof, and the Gowes ranne like divels upen thedrivers, and over. 
threw herſe and ſo that there were more {laine and trode under 
foot in the mire and dirt, ofthe Engliſhmen, by the Cowes, then by 
the ſword ofthe rebels. Vpon this cry, all the Cowes were loft, and 
the men fell to blowes, where the Iriſh Lover bp ane with every 
blinde way, made better ſhift then the Conrcy and his bro- 
thee Amoricw, with ſuch as were alive, hens our of the woods, 
and came to aPlaine, where viewed cach other ſome quarter of a 
mile diſtant. Sir 4morict backe, and caſt yp wy and ſaw 
Sir R m—_ that had marricd his Necce, about a ſeycni

halked by the Iriſh, and carried away prifoncrsfollow me, 
_ nay ro company, I will reſcue him, or I will dye on the 
place; he — comming upon their heeles, fer upon rhem, and 
carried away Sir Roger Poer, with that, the Iriſh gave  ibel a hour, 
that werediſperfed and fcartered a- 


moang the buſhes, d themſclves together to that place, to an- 
ſywer che cry, and ſept betweene Sir _Lworicand Sir 70b» Conrcy,lo 
that with great perill of their lives, and ſofſe of macty men, they came 
rothat when they met, they bewailed rheir foffes, and 
environed with and mariſhes,they forſook the Rory, 

and fell to kill ehem, and ſhifted for themſelves, vrrd aanbray 
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delivered unto them theſe ſpeeches: 7 hawe ſconted abroad,aud ſpared 
y0uin your beavie ſleepe, I viewed the enemies campe, whom 1 take to 
be 5000. ſtrong, and that by the ſcope of tbeir cabbins;wee are but 500. 
fighting men, all wearied with ſore fight, long iravaile, and ſomewhat 
i, couraged with bard fortune, not fit to make any great enterprize,or 
10 perſorme any wortby exploit, niy a worſe matter, there are among 
«as ſuch 45 have deadly wounds,but the dead ſleep ſappreſſeth their com- 
plaints, and farther, our men watch without ſufficient releaſe, and the 
enemy bath bs fill every way; our caſe is deſperate, if the enemy ſet up- 
0#n ws 10 morrow,we are not able to withſtand him, wee ſhall be ſlatne 
« every mothers ſonne;wherefore I thinke beſt that we now ſet «pon them 
that are now {caſting and ſleepin g,veyd of all feare of w,vhoms in their 
opinion, they bold for men quite evertbrowne, and never able to make 
4 head a74ineand that we leave ſome of our (icke men here to ward,aud 
take ſome CR freſh men with w. When hee had ended his ſpeech, 
there was lilence for a certaine ſpace, wherein one looked upon the 
other. Then Sir 1ob» Cowrcy ſpake, I looked allthis while for ſome of 
theſe gallants, and your fellow ſouldiers to deliver their cou- 
rage; bur one thing further, Sir ,7Z-oric, where are their horſes be- 
ſtowed? he anſwereth, your white horſe, and my blacke gelding, I 
have ame, tro oa away, and the reſt ] can point you to with 
my . faith Sir 706» Conrcy, this is minc advice : Let two 
men ride theſe two horſes, and us their 
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of IRELAND. 

The fourth batcaile that Sir 194» Courcy fought was in Vriell , 
for this cauſe : Courcy had ſent certaine of his ſervants into England, 
for vituals, munition, and divers neceſſarics , the ſhip was by foule 
weather driven into a creick in Vricll,cald Torlheadz0 Hanlan with 
others being acquainted with all circumſtances, bord the ſhip , pur 
men and mariners to the ſword, and make a prize and havocke of all: 
Conurcy hearing of this, gathered his forces together ; draweth to- 
wards the Nury tocomeinto Vriell to be revenged of them for this 
injury ; by the way he was given to underſtand, that all the Iriſh of 
thoſe parts were in armes prepared for him in their defence, to julti. 
fiethcir doings , and that they had camped by South of Dundalke, 
and by Northof the river Dondoygon. Courcy having marched toa 
youn withina mile and a balfe ofthe Iriſh campe, made a ſtand, cald 

is brother 4moric, Sir Roger Poer, with others,and conſulted what 
courſe was beſt to be held. Sir Roger Poer being full of courage, be. 
gins: Ithinkebeſt ro hold ſtill with us the favour of Fortune, they 
are many, we are butfew,the longer we behold them, the worſe wee 
ſhall like them , the ſouldicrs would be ſet a worke, and the more we 
linger , the more doubts and buzzes will enter his braine ; for 
often wee fee , that the fight maketh , and che fight mar- 
reth, 

Next, Sir 4moric delivereth his opinion : we came not hither to 
make haſty worke,but adviſedly to performe ſervice; true it is,as you 
have delivered, they are manic we ate but few in compariſon of their 
number ; afore we give battaile,there are 3. things (as I take it) re- 
quiſite to be conſidered, the cauſe wherefore we fight, the number of 
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both ſides, thatthey be ſomewhat equally marched, and the place 


where both joyne battaile together. I would not have any ofmy 
ſpeeches drawnto diſcourage or diſmay any valiatmind.Tothe firſt, 
our parentage is knowne, wearc no baſe people, our valour is trycd, 
our cnemy hath the proofe thereof ; we come not to ſteale, but ro be 
— of the theeves that murthered our men, & robbed us ofour 
neceſſary proviſion. Secondly, where we find our company ſmall, 
and our {ide weake,and the ground not fittingus for any advantage, 
where force cannot further , let policic take place, my advice is thata 
begger or a Frier ſhall goe from us to the Iriſh campe, and informe 
them, that Sir H#gh Delacy came yeſternight with a great force, to 


Drogheda, and that he ſaw two miles off a great army of horſe and | 


foor, ſomewhat weſterly of him, which he ſuppoſeth to bee the En- 
gliſh Army, that marched all night from Tradaftowards Dundalke ; 
in the mcane while, my ſonne Nico: with ewenty choice horſemen, 
together with our lackies and horſeboies, for the greater ſhew upon 
our hackncis andgarrans, ſball whcele Weſtwards on the righthand, 
that it may concurre with the Fryers tale, and give us a ſigne what. 


we ſhall doc, and we will march after to ſec the event; when the enc- 
my 
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my hath diſcricd us, we ſhall perceive by his ſtirring what he mcancs 
to doe ; if they turne face to us and offer fight, our foot ſhall recouer 
Dondalke afore theirs, and with our hoſes wee will ſo handle the 
matter, that we ſhall ſuſtaine no great loſſe : if they fly and cake the 
river, the ſea comes in, we ſhall overrake them afore halfe paſſe over. 
All were well pleaſed with his device, and followed the direRion. 
Nico. Saint Laurence with his company, wheeles before, Sir 19bw de 
Courcy aloofe followeth after , Sir Roger Poe takes the rereward z 
che enemy having diſcried them takes the river : Sir Nico. gave the 
ligne, whereupon the __ Army give a great (hour and follows 
cth thcir heeles ; the Irilh breake their araie, they rumble one upon 
another in the water : the cariage drowns ſome, theſca and the ſwift. 
neſſe of the tyde take others away ; ſuch as would not venter the 
water, were {laine by the Engliſh 3 Orhanlan and his company that 
had paſled the water, ſceing the {laughter of his men, could not come 
to the reſcues , by reaſon of the falt water : the Engliſhmen havi 
quitted that place , were direAed by the Fryer to a foord on the 
hand, where they paſſed over, and purſued the reft: The Horſemen 
overtooke the Foot of the Iriſh, and skirmiſhed with them, uarill Sir 
John de C owrcy came by that time ; the ſea likewiſe had ſtopped the 
Iriſh from flying, at a great water, a mile from the Lurgan on the 
Southſide of Dundalk, The Iriſh ſeeing themſelves in this rai, 
rurne their faces, chooſe rather to dye with the (word like tnen, then 
to be drowned in the ſeas like beaſts, There were in that ſome 
6000. Triſh, and about xooo. Engliſh, there was no advantage of 
ground,it booted notto fly on any fide ; the coward muſtinthat caſe 
ery bimſelfea man, the fight was ſore, no mercy but dead blows : 
The foot of the gi drew backe , Sir 7obn de Comrcy their leader, 
= left de mid _ _— with a ym ay Wa- 
ing and laſhing on cs, like a Lion among [heepe ( 
Author) Ricoles poſteth to his father 4moric, that was in chaſe of 
ths ſcattred horſemen of the Iriſh, and cried, alas father, mine uncle 
Sir Jobs is left alone in the midſt of hisencmies, and the foot have 
forſaken him ; with that Sir Amoric lighted, killed kais borſe and faid, 
here my ſennc take charge of theſe horſemen , and I will kad on the 
foorcompany, to the reſcue of my brother Ceurcy ; come on fellow 
ſouldiers ſaith he, let us live anddye together : He gave the on-ſce 
upon the foot of the Iriſh, reſcued Sir 795» Comrey that was fore 
wounded, and with cruell fight in manncr outofbreath , with the 
ſight of him, the ſouldicrs cake hart anddrive the Iriſh eo rerreic; the 
rer on both ſides was great, few of the Iriſh and fewer of the 
iſh were left alive : The Iriſh got them to the Fewes, and the 
_ to Dandalke ; bur who got the beſt there is no boaſt 
Nor long after, 8ir 1obn de Conrcy wentino England, a 
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King in regard of his good ſervice, made him Lord of Conoght 
and Earle of Viſtcr ; upon his returne (faith S1a»ibarſt) which was in 
the Canicular daics,he fought at the Bridge of Ivora a cruell battaile, 
and proſtrated his enemies, with great . honour ; and for that | find 
licle written thereof, I thought good thus lightly to paſle it over, as 
others before me have done: After this.he builded many Caſtles in 
Viſter, made bridges, mended high waycs, repaired Churches, and 
governed the Country in grear peace, untill the dayes of King 19h, 
where I (hall have further cauſe ro diſcourſe of him, 

Amids theſe tumulrs in the North, Miles Coganbeſtirred him» 
ſelfe, in the Weſt , he paſſed the Shannon into Conoght with. 340. 
men, where (ſaith mine Anthor) never Engliſhman entred betore, 
whercuponthe Conoght men, drove before them, all their cattle into 
the faſtnefles, carried withthe as much as they could, firedthe reſt, with 
their Townes, Villages, Houſes and Cottages. Acilo marched as far 
as Tuam, where he reſted 8. daycs, and finding man: and beaſt ficd, 
and the Country barren of viftualls , he'returned rowards the Shan- 
non, and by the way met with Roderic the Monarch, which lay in 
ambuſh with three Companies waiting his comming : At their mee- 
ting, they skirmiſhed a long while,and fought a crucll fight , where 
che enemy loſt many, and Acilobut three men, then hee paſſed the ri« 
ver and came ſafely to Dublin. | 

Anno William Fitz Adelme,the Kings Lievtenant is cal- 
led into England : Hee was a. man that did no honour tothe King, 
neither good to the Country,whom evety good man in his life time 
dereſted and all Iriſh Chronicles after his death bave defamed. In his 
roome the King-appointed H#2h Delacy Depury of Ircland, and joy- 
ned in Commiſfion with him Robert Poey Scncelchalof Wexford and 
Warerford, 6430! | Wt 

Not long after, the King ſent into Ircland Miles Cogan and Ro- 
bert Fit; Stephens with others, andgave them (in bogs of theirſer- 
vice) all Sourh Mounſter, to wit the Kingdome of Corke'iin Fee for 
ever, to beequally divided betweene then, except the City of Corke, 
and one Cantred thercunto adjoyning; alſo he gave unto Philippe 
de Braſe all North Mownfter, to wit the Kingdome of Lymerick.” 
After they had pacificd Dermot Mac Carty , Prince of Deſmond, 
quieted the Country, and divided their territories , they conducted 
Philippe de Brwſe to Lymerick to take poſſcſhon of the Kings 
grauat given him in thoſe parts. © $4 | | 

As they came tothe walles of Lymerick, the Citizens of ſpight 
in fight ofthem ai; tothe end that no Engliſhman ſhould rooſt there, 
ſet che Town onfire. Philippe de Bruſe was therewithal diſcouraged, 
and his Company, in ſo much that when Robert Fitz Srephens and 
Miles Cogan, offred to adventure their lives in thetecovery of the 
Kirigdome of Lymerik, with all their aide and affiſtance ; he refuſed

Lymric, and with (afctic to dwell among his lovers and fricnds,then 
to loſe lite and kingdome by dwelling among ſuch Icycs, as will fire 
their owne houſes, and cut all Engliſh throats. 

In a whilc after, Miles Cogan, and Reffe the ſonne of Robert Fire 
Stephens, who had lately marricd Aviles A rowards Lif. 
morcto parlce with Vaterford men, and ined that nighe to 
lodge with one Afac Tyrid, who had folemaly invited them. As they 
waitcd in the ficld, cxpeRing the comming ofthe Waterfordians,this 
Mac Tyrid unawarcs ſtcaling upon them, moſt traiterouſly {luc tbem, 
and five of their company, whereupon the whole country was in up- 
roare, inſomuch that Derwot Mac Carty, andall the Iriſh in thoſe 
parts, together with 3 ac Tyr:id, that moſt perfidious traitor, were 
m armes, determining thenceforth to. be no longer the Kings loyall 
fubjeRts; when they had gathered their forces , they laid 
fiege to Corke, meaning to cut off Robert Fitz Stephens, and all the 
Engliſh men there, Robert Fitz, S being diſtrefſed in Corke, 
fearing the open enemy without, and miſtruſtring the ſecret enemy 
within, ſent poſt to Wexford,to his nephew Reimend le Groſſe,pray- 
ing him tocometo his aide. Rezmand forthwith, with twenty knights, 
and onc hundred foot and bowmen, centred the Lec, landcd at Corke, 
encountred with theenemies, killed ſome, drove other to fiyc, and 
C led the reſt to ſubmit themſelves, and ſuc for peace. 
cn the King underſtood of this, he ſent Richard Cogen, bro- 
ther unto A's/es, to fupply his brothers roome in; the ki of 
Corke, a man no way infcriour to his brother for valour and martiall 
p_ in his companic came Philip Barry, and Girald Barry his 

, (otherwiſe called Silvefer Giraldau Cambrenfis, the famous 
Icarned man) hephewes of Robert Fitz Stephens, with a an hwps. 6 
of horſe and foot, choſen and picked men. Robert Fitz oY 5s,and 
Richard Cogan en this kingdome of Corke peaccably for cer- 
taine yecres, andin proceſle of time, for want of heires male of them, 
it came to two daughters, the one of them was married to Robers de 
Carew, the other to Patricke de Eonrcy, and they in right of their 
wives, enjoycd the ſame during thcip lives, and after them, their 
heires, untill ſach time as by a diviſion growne (as I take it in Eng- 
land) betwcene the two houſes of Yorke and Lancaſter,the Iriſhmen 
expellcd them, and recoveredthe country unto themiclues. L4n»0 / 
1178. The Monafterie, Beata Marie Roſes wallit, called Roſeles, was 
founded, Yet thinke it was in J=w01 189g. I may not forget 
Harvg dr monte Meriſco, (of whom often mcntion is made before) 
who after many ſpiecfull parts, treacheries and falſe accuſations cx- * 
bibited by him uaro the King againſt moſt noble ſervitors, became a 
Monke: the man was ſore in conſcience, and in his courſe 
he made the comman ſaying truc (defperatio facis Mowecham.) __ 
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had founded (ſaith Felcon) the Monaſtery of our, bleſſed Lady, de 
Portu Donbrodthi, he gaue unto the Monaſteric Saint T riniatss of 
Canterbury, his territorics & advouſons along the ſca coaſt, berween 
Waterford and Wexford, and there cloyſtred himſelfe ; I would 
(faith Cambrenſ;s) he had changed his conditions with his habir. 
 Theſameyeere (faith Ho/inſhed) there came from Pope 4 tevan- 
der 2.into England, two Cardinals, 4/erto deſwrna, and Peiro de 

ana Azatha, whoſe commiſhon was to ſummon the Bi ſhops of 
England, [rcland, Scotland, with the Iles, and Normandie, to the 
generall Councell of Lateran in Rome: after they had obraincd li- 
cence to paſſe through his dominions,the King ſwore them upon the 
holy Evangeliſt, that in their Legateſhip they ſhould not attempr 
any thing that might be hurtfull co the King or his dominions, and 
chat upon their returne, they ſhould vifite him homewards : where- 
upon our of Ireland there went thither, Zaurence, Archbiſhop of 
Dublin, and Catholicws, Archbiſhop of Tuam, with ſome other five 
or fixe Iriſh Biſhops, whom the King likewiſe ſwore,that they ſhould 
not procure any e vdufe to his Realmes and dominions. 

The Realme of Ireland at this time was ſingular well governed by 
Hegzh de Lacy, a good man, and a wiſe Magiſtrate, who for the good 
of the land and the people, eſtabliſhed many good orders : he made 
Bridges, and builded Townes, Caſtles, and Forts, throughout Lein- 
ſter, as Sir Tohn de Conrcy did in Viſter in his time ; the Prieſt kept 
his Church, the Souldicr his Garriſon, and the Plow-man followed 
his Plough, yet cankred envy quicted net her ſelfe, praiſed miſchiefe 
againſt him, ſo thar he was charged beforcthe King, to attempt the 
Crowne of Ireland,and make himſelfe abſolute Lord of theland,and 
that he had married the King of Connaghts daughter, (faith Horn 
ſhed) contrary to the Kings pleaſure.” The King immediately (as 
Princes are jealons of great men)called him into England,appointed 

overnours, lob Conftable,and Richard Peche. This Laty behaved 
_ himſelfeſodiſcreerly and dutifully in England, that he' cleered him» 
ſclfe of all ſaſpition, that the King was reſolved of his truth-and fide+ 


liry, arid ſcne him backe againeinto Treland, with further credit then 


formerly he had done, and thatwithin three woneths, and gave him 
theabſolute command and Lievetenantſhip of the land, and joyned 
asaffftantunto him, Robert Solisbury, calling home the former go- 


time ſerie for into England, and one Philip of Worceſter, (Cambren. 
fs is mine' Author) 4yaliant ſouldicr, a bountifull and'# liberall man, 
with a moſt brave troupe of horſe and foor, arrived in Treland, with 
comittiho ſend ver Hugh de Ree NO 
vernour of the latid, untill 70b» his ſonne came over. ape! is of 
opinion, that he went over into England, and clecting Hiriſe _

was riot on but he wasupon rhalitious occaſion, the ſecond 
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dily returncd againe, which cannot well ſtand with the courſe of the 
hiſtory; for when Philip of Worceſter tooke upon him the governe. 
ment, Lacy haſtened rhe building and finiſhing of the Caſtle of Der- 
wath(wher. ofmy penne immediately ſhall make report) and there 
ended his daycs. And now to Philip of Worceſter, and his compa- 
nion Hegh Tirel,, Cembrenſis, and Stenibarſft eſpecially, write moſt 
birrer ot them: of Phalip, how that firſt of all he reſumed and ſcized 
unto the Kings uſe, the lands of 0cathefie, and divers other parcels 
which Hugh de Lacy had ſold away, and theſe he appointed to ſerve 
for the Kings proviſion, and the Governours dict. Andattcr the 
winter was paſt, he aſſembled and muſtred his men and companie, 
and began totravaile from place to place. In March aboutthe middle 
of Lent, he came to Armagh, where he extorted, and perforce exa- 
Aecd from the Clergie there , a great maſſe of money and rreaſure, and 
from thence he wentto Dune, and from Dune to Dublin,laden with 
gold, ſilver, money, and monies worth, the which he cxtorred in e- 
very = where he came, and other good did he none. Hugh Tircll 
his fellow ſcraper, tooke from the puore Prieſts at Armagh, a grear 
brafſe panne or brewing fornace, which ſcrved the whole houſe: ſce

Theſe Princes, and namely they three of Connaght, Corke, and 
Lymeric, who were the chicfeſt, and who wete rhen: prepari 
themſelves in a readinefſe to have come and falute the Ki 
Sonne , and to have yeelded unto him their dutifoll obeyſance-, 
as fairhfull ſubicts ; when they had heard theſe newes, they be-

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Richard the firſt, the third ſonne of Henry 2. began his raigne 0+ 
ver Eppland the 6. of 1»/y, 4#n0 118g. For his valence, he was called 
Cenr de Lyow, the Lyons heart; he was afhanced, but never marti. 
cd, to Ade/s, or Alice, danghter to the French King, and in his jour- 
ney tothe holy land, he tooke to wife inthe Ile of Cyprus,the Lady 
Berengaria, daughter to Garfias (ſome fay SeaniFiw) King of Nauarre, 
and died without iſſue, when he bad raigned nine yeeres, ninc mo- 
neths, and two and twenty dayes. Ir is noted by the Antiquarics, 
that upon thedeath of his father, he had three notable windfals, the 
firſt was the Crowne of England, the ſecond was his fathers rrea. 
fare, which he found at Salisbury, amounting to nine hundred thou- 
ſands pound in coyne, beſides Plate, precions ſtones, Tewels and ap- 
parcll; laſtly, in the Coffers of I Rithey, Bilhop of Elye, who 
dyed inteſtarc, he found rowards his coronation 3260. ponnd in fil- 
ver, five markes in gold, which was better, for his coronation. was 
moſt Royall. 79b» Comys Archbiſhop of Dublin wasatirt. Mathew 
Peris in Latine, and Holinſhed in Engliſh have penned ir verbatim;

Aﬀer the deceaſc of Richard Gilbert, Markball,: the third brother 
was Earle Marſhall of England, Earle of Penbroke and Opgic, and 
Prince of Leinſter, Anno 1239. King. Henry the third held his 
Chriſtmas at Wincheſter, where there roſc a grudge betweene the 
King and this Earle Gilbert, by reaſon that this ſame Earle, with his 
ſervants, having tip-ſtaves in cheir hands, comming to the Court, 
were not ſuffered to enter within the gates, but were kept. backe by 
the Porters and others: of which injury wicn hee complained, the 
King made him an overthwart anſwer. VVhercupon the Earle not 
wellpteaſed therewith, eſtranged himſelfe from che Court, and went 
intothe North country, ſo that thenceforth, he andhis brother 1Wa/- 
ter gave ſinall attendance upon the King; and roend with this Earle 
Gilbert, it fell out on a time, in a Turnay which hee had attempted 
without the Citic of Hereford, contrary to the Kings pleaſure, that 
his unruly horſe caſt him, ſothatofthe hurt which-he rooke with the 
fall, he ſhortly after departed rhis life, inthe yeere r341/and was bu- 
ried in the new temple Church at London: hee had-trarvied the La- 
dy ——_— lifter of 4/exangder, King of Scots, who by her 
had no iflue, ſhe aJſo dyed Awno t 245; tg! 

Walter Marſhall fucceeded Gilbert in all the former honours and 
poſſelhons, both in England and Ircland, who becauſe he had pro- 
curedthe turnament whercin his brother w3s ſlaine,hatdly obtained 
ofthe king the ſame.

the aforeſaid Earlc-held thoſe mannors all bis life time, and anncxcd 
them unto his dominions : Within a few. yecres after, the: Earle cn- 

ded the way of all ficſb, and was buried in the acw/Temple at Lon- 
don ; the Biſhop hearing of this (for he was the Biſhop of Fernes, a 
Ciſtertian Monk, by birth-Iriſb,and farnous for SanQity) not with- 
out great paine in travaile , he went unto the King, who then wasin 
London , cxhibited a grievous complaint of the-injury-donc> unto 
him, and how: that hee-bad juſtly excommunicated the Eatle, and 
humbly beſought the King,, that by his: ſoveraigne authority and 
Princely mandat,and alſo for the goodof the ſaid Earlejy/1hamstoule, 
he would ſec his mangors reſtored unto him,that in ſo doing(though 
he were dead) PR_—_ reape the benefit of abſolution.,: The King 
with this was moved, and willed the Biſhop to repaire to the Earlcs 
graveandabſolye him, and be would diligently labour for ,his-fatiſ- 
fation;the Biſhop together'with the King went: to/bis Tombegndin 
the hcaring of althat werepreſcnt,as if they had been both alive,ſaid, 
O William, that here lycſt interred, and wrapped in the bonds of Ex- 
communication, if the thing which thou haſt injuriouſly taken away 
from my Church, bcereſtored by the king , or by thine heue, or by 
ſome one of thy kindredor friends , with-competent fſatisfation, I 
abſolve thee,o her wiſe I doe ratific the ſaid ſentepce that thou being 
cver wrapped in thy ſinnes, maicſt remaine damned in hell, be King 
hearing this, was moved and ſharply rebuked the immoderatri 
of the Pontifical] Prelate..

After th:deceaſe of theſe five brethren, five Earles, and five Prin- 
ces of Leinſter, leaving no iflue behinde them, the five davgheers their 
fiders, [oane, cHathilde, Iſabell, Sibills, and Eva, being honoura- 
bly matched, had thcir fathers and brethrens poſſeſſions and territo» 
rics in Ireland orderly divided amongſt them; 104»e, the cldeft daugh- 
tcr of j/ill5am Earle Marſhall, and eldeſt ſiſter ofthe five brethren 
(before ſpoken of) was married to Warren de Honnehenſen, who 
in right of her, hadallotred unto him, the County of Wexford; they 
had ifſac, one daughter, 70xe that was married, A»no 1247. to Wil- 
liam de Yalence,a Norman,the ſonne of Hegh Brwne,Earle of March, 
and T wrry”, Vicount of Curce, &c. hce was half brother to King 
Hewry the third, by Queene 1/abell, daughter and heire of Amerie, 
Earle of Angolcſm, the widdow of King 705». This ji{iam in the 
right of his wife, was Earle of Penbroke, and Lotd of Wexforgd,and 
died 4»w0 1296. he had iſſue, two ſonnes and two daughters, etl.

Richardus de Burgo, Mathew Paris writeth he had great paſlcſiions 
and landsin Ireland, by the conqueſt of his moſt Noble father. 

Anno 1245: Florilegw, Powell (out of Gittin Owen) and Holinſhed,

from Ireland and Cheſter. The King all this while expeAcd the ar- 
rivall of Aevrice Fitz Girald, with his Iriſh forces, muſed with him- 
ſelfe, fretecd with himſelfe, the winde (ſcrving, and. yet ſaid nothing; 
atſength the Iriſh ſayles are diſcryd, a ſhore they came, and Maurice 
Fitz Girald,(together with Phelina,0 conor) Oceneghor,laithavother 
in battaile array, preſcnt themſelves before: the King ar Chepſtow, 
fay the Iriſh Chroniclers, bue the Britiſh Chroniclers. coppicd out of 
the Abbies of Comwey and S:rarfiur, by Owen. Gittine, deliver they 
landed at the Ile of Man or Angleſey,the which in mine opinion ſece- 
meth ro be moſt likely to be true.

Ard although former attewpts have beene made for erecting 
and eftabliſtung Vnirerſitics 1n he/end, yet thre ugh want of 
meanes , which ſhould have beene allotted for their mainte. 
nance,they have ſoone faded So hapned it with that Acade- 
my which Alexander de Brigner Archbiſhop of Dublin erettc:! 
(in $. Patricks Church )in Dublin, and procured to be confire 
med by Pope {abs the 42). And no better ſuccreded that 
Which was afterwardsereQed at Tredegh by At of Parliament 
Auno 5, Edw. 4, (as appeares 1n the roli of that yeare in 
the Chauncery ) whereby all the like Priviledges, as the 
Vniverſity of Oxford (in England) enjoyed, were conferred us 
ponit. Beſides thefe wee onde mention of others, farre more 
ancient, as at .41magh, and Roſſ:Carbry,or Ref. artithry, as It 
is calledin the life of $, Faghnan the Founder, who hved in 
the yeare $90, Ipſe Senfius ( (ſaith the Author ) wn auſtrals 
Hibern'e plaga inxta mare, tn ſus Mmnaflerin guou iſe funda- 
vit , ibs creun civitar, in qua ſemper manes Pagnun fudiumn (f0. 
larium, quod dicitwr Roſſailithry, habiteber, Bur a further 
ſearch were fat to bee made touching thuſe of the <lder 
times, 


them from their uncivile life ſooner , then learning and dilci- 

line next after the knowledge and feare of G OD. . And chere- 
fore I doe ſtill expe ,; that you thould come rhereunto, and 
kt ſome order tor reformation of Religion, which is fhrit ro bee 
'reſpeed,according torheſaying of CH RIST, Seeke firſt the K 1mg- 
dome of Heaven, and the Righteou(neſſe thereof. 


Iren: 1 have in minde fo to doe; but let me (I pray you) firſt finiſh 
that which I hadin hand , whereby all the ordinances which hall 
afterwardes bee ſet for Religion , may abide the more firmely, 
and bec obſerved more diligently. Now that this people is 


thus tythed and ordered , and every 


one bound unto {ome ho- 


neſt trade of life , which ſhall bee particularly entered and ft 
downe in the tything Booke , yet perhappes there will bee ſome 
K 
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ſtragglers and runnagates,whuch will not of themſelves comein and 
yeeld themſelves to this order,and yer after the well hniſhing of the 
preſent warre, andeſtabliſhing ot the Garrifons in all ſtrong places 
ofthe Countrey , where their wonrted refuge was moſt , I ſup- 
poſerhere will few ſtand our, orit they doe, they will ſhortly bee 
brgught in by the Earcs: But yerafrerwardes, leſt any one of them 
ſhould ſwerve, orany that is tycd to a trade, ſhould afcerwardes 
not follow the ſame, according to this inſtitution., but ſhould 
ſtraggle up and downe the Countrey , or mich in Corners a- 


.mong(t their Friends idlely, as Carrowes, Bardes, Teſters, and ſuch 


like, I would wiſhe that a Provoſt Marſhall ſhould bee ap- 
pointed in every Shire , which ſhould continually walke abour 
the Countrey, with halfe a dozen , or halfe a ſcore horſemen, 
to rake up ſuch looſe perſons as they ſhould finde thus wande- 
ring, whome hce ſhould puniſh by his owne authority , with 
ſuch paines as the perſon ſhall ſeeme ro deſerve ; for if hee be 
but onee ſo taken idlely roguing , hee may puniſh him more 
lightly, as with ſtockes, or ſuch like 3 bur it hee bee found a- 
gaine ſo loytering , hee may ſcourge him with whippes , or 
rodds, after which if hee bce againe taken, ler him have the 
bitterneſſe of Marſhall lawe. Likewiſe if any reliques of the olde 
rebellion bee found by any, thateither havenot come in and ſub- 
mitted themſelves to the Law , orthathaving once come in, doe , 
breakeforth againe, and walke diſorderly, letthem taite of the ſame 
cuppein Gods Name,for it was due to them for their firſt guilt, and 
now being revived by their later looſeneſſe , let them have their 
firſt deſert , as now being found unfit to live in the Common- 
wealth, | 
Eudecy, This were a go00d ordinance : but mee thinkes iris an un- 
neceſſary charge,and allo unfit ro continue rhe name or forme of any 
Marſhall-Law , whenas there is a proper Officer already appointed 
for theſe turnes, to wit the Sheriffe ofthe Shire, whoſe peculiar Of- 
fice it is to walke up and downehis Bayli-wicke, as you would have 
a Marſhall to ſnatch upall thoſe Runnagates and unprofitable mem- 
bers, and to bring themto his Gaole to bee puniſhed for the ſame. 
Therefore this may well be ſpared. 
iren. Notſo (methinkes ) for though the Sheriffe have this au- 
thority of himſelſfero take up all ſuch ſtragglers,and impriſon them, 
et ſhall heenor doe ſo much good , nor worke thar terrour in the 
285-28 of them, that a Marſhall will, whom they ſhall know to have 
power of life and death in ſuchcaſes, and ſpecially ro bee appoin- 
red for them: Neither dothit hinder that, but that though it per- 
raine ro the Sheriffe , the Sheriffe may doe therein whar hee can, 
and yertthe Marſhall may walke his courſe beſides, for both of them 
may doe the more good, and more terrifie the idle Rogue, knowing 
thatthough he have a watch upon the one, yer hee may light upon 
the other : But this proviſo is necdefull ro bee had in this caſe, 


thar 
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that rhe Sheriffe may not havethe like power of life, as the Marſhall 
hath,and as hererofore they have beene accuſtomed; tar ir is dange- 
rous to give power of life into the hands of him which may have bc- 
nefit by the parties death, as if the ſaid looſe liver have any goods of 
owne,the Sherifte is ro ſe1zethereupon \, whereby ir hach come to 
paſle,thar fome who have nor deſerved judgement of death, thoug 11 
otherwiſe perhaps offending, have beene for their goods ſake caughr 
up,and carrycd.ſtraight to the bough a thing indeed'very pirtifull & 
horrible. Therefore by no meanes I would have the Sheriffe have 
#uch authority ;nor yer to impriſon that Lozell, rill the Seſſions, tor 
foall Gaoles might ſoone be filled; but ro ſend him tothe Marſhall, 
who eftſoones finding him faulrie, ſhall give him meete correction, 
and ridd him away forthwith. |

rothart whereof wee carſt ſpake, Imeane, to Religion and religious 
men, what order will:youſet amongſt them? | 

Ires, For Religion little haveIto fay,my ſelfe being (as I ſaid) 

nor profeſſed thercin, andit ſelfe being but one , ſo as there is bur 
one way therein, for that whichis true onely is, and the reſt isnot 
at all, yertinplanting of Religion, thus much is ncedetull ro. bee 
obſerved, that it bee not ſought forcibly to bee impreſſed into 
them withterrour and tharpe penalties, as now is the manner, bur 
rather delivercd and intimated with mildeneſſe andgentlenetſe,ſo as 
it way not be hatedbefore it be underſtood, and their profeſſors 
deſpiſed- and rejected. And therefore it is expedient that ſome 
diſcreerte Minifters of their owne Counttcy-men, bee firſt ſent 0- 
ver amongſt them, which by their meeke perfwaſions and in(tru- 
Rions,as alſo bytheir ſober lives and converſations, may draw them 


— 


firſt to underſtand, atid afterwards toimbrace the do@rine of their 


falvation ; -forif that the auncient godly Fathers, which firſt con- 
verted them, when they were Infidells , to the Faith , were able 
ropull them from Idolatry and Paganiſme, to the true Bcliete in 
CHRIST, 4s S. Patricke, and $. Colymb , how much more eaſily 
ſhall godly teachers bring them tothe true underſtanding of that 


which they already profeſſed, wherein it is great wonder to ſeethe 


oddes which is betweene the zeale of Popifh Pricſts , and the 
Miniſters of the Goſpell, for they ſpare nor to come our of Sparre, 
from Rome, and from Remes , by fowng royle and daungerous travay- 
ing hither , where they know perill of death awayteth them , 
and no reward or richeſle is to bee found, onely ro draw the 
people unto the Church of Rome, whereas ſome of our idle 
Miniſters, having a way for 'credite and eftimartion ' thereby 
opened unto. them , and 'having the livings of the Countrey of- 
fered unto 'them , without paines and without perill, will 
neither forthe ſame, norany love of God , nor zeale of Religion, 
nor for all-the-good they may doe, by winning Soules to God, 
bee drawne foorth from their warme neaſtes, to looke out into 
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for they lurking ſecretly in their houſes, and in corners of - 


Gods harveſt, which is even, ready forthe fickle, and all the Ficlds 
yellow long agoc , doubrleiſe thoſe good olde godly Fathers, 
will ( I feare mee) xiſc up in-the day of judgement to. condemne 
them. 

Endox. Suxcly, it is greatpigty.Iren. that there arenone choſen 
out of the Miniſters of Ay: aber,and diſcreet men, which 
mighr be ſent over thithcr roteach and inſtruct them, and that there 
is notalmych care had of their foules, as of their Bodies, for the cart 
of both lycth uponthe Prince. x 

lres. Werethere never ſo-many ſent over, they ſhould doe (mal 

ood till opnengemity betaken from them, thatis, that both the 
Dee reſtrayned from ſending their yong men abroad toother Vate 
verſities beyond the Sea, as Remes, Doway, Lovaine, and the like, 
and others from abroad bee reſtrayncy for comming into 


Countrey, doe more hurt and hinderance to Religion with theis 
private perſwaſions, then gall the others can doe good with their 
publique inſtruRions, & though for theſe latter there be a good Sta- 
curethere ordained,yet the ſame is nor executed; & as for the former 
there is no law,nor oxderfortheir reſtraint ac all. 

Eudox. I marvaile it js ng berter looked unto, and notonly this, 
but tharalſo which I remember you mengioned inyourabules con- 
cerning the profits and revenewes of the Lands of Fugitives it tre» 
land, which by 05S; wa certainecolourableconveyances arc ſenc 
continually over unto them, to the comforting of chem and orhers a- 
zainſt her Majcſtie,for which hore in dthere is good order ta- 
ken,and why not then aſwell in Ireland? For though rhete be no Sta- 
cute there yetenaQed therefore, yer might her Majeſtieby heronet 
prerogative, ſcjze the fruires and profites of thoſe Fugirives

tren. 'Thereis no way to helpe thar, bur to lay 2;dr4. of them to-

be more augmented and berter valucd : But noivrhat we have thus

[ren. The caulethereof was, for that after their defolation,they 
were begged by Gentlemen, of the Kings, undcr colour to repaire 
them,and: gather the poore reliques of the people againe rogether,ot 
whom having obtained them, they were ſo farre from reedifying of 
them, as that by all meanes they have endeavourcd to kerpe them 
waſte, leaſt thar being repaired,their Charters might be renewed,and 
their Burgeſles reſtored to their lands , which they had now in their 
poſlcfſion,much like as in thoſe old monuments oFAbbeyes, and re- 
ligtous houſes, we ſec them likewiſe ule to doe: For which cauſe it is 
judged that King Hemzy the eight, beſtowed them upon them , con- 
cciving that thereby they ſhould never beeable to riſe againe . And 
even ſo doetheſe Lords, inthele poore old/corporatetownes , of 


which 1 could name divers, burtfor kindling of difpleaſure . There- 


foreas I wiſhed many corporate townes to be erected, fo would I a- 


eaine wiſh them to be free, not depending upon the fervice, nor un-. 


der the commaund of any but the Governour , And bcing ſo, they 
will both ſtrengthen all che Country round aboutthem, which by 
their meanes will be the better replenithed and enriched, and alſo bc 
as continuall houldes for her Majeſty, ifthe people ſhould revolt or 
breake out againe,for without ſuch ir is eafie to forrage and over-run 
the whole land. Let be for enſampleall thoſe Free-boroughes, inthe 
Low-Countryes, whicharenow all the ſtrength chereof, Theſe and 
other like ordinances mighr be delivered forthe gogd eſtabliſhment 
of the Realme, afreriris once ſubdued and reformed, in which it 
mighr afterwards be very eaſily kept and maintained,with ſmall cate 
of the Governours and Councell there appointed, foas it ſhould in 
ſhort ſpace, yeeld a plentitull revenue to the Crowne of England:

Exdox. Bur in all this your diſcourſe I have nor marked any 
thing by you ſpoken touching the appointment of the principall OF. 
ficer, ro whom you wiſh the charge and performance of all this 
ro be committed : Onely I obſerved ſome fowle abuſes by you 


noted in ſome of the late Governours , the reformation where-- 
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of you lefc of, for this preſent place. = 
Iren. I delight not to lay open the blames of great Magiſtrates 

to the rebuke of the world,and theretore their reformation I will nor 
meddle with, but leaye unto the wiledome of greater heads to. be 


conlidered,only thus much I will ſpeake generally thereof,ro fatiſhe 
your defire, that the government and cheite Magiſtracy , Iwith to 


continueas it doth,co wit,that it be ruled by a Lord Deputy or Iu- 


ſtice,tor thatit is a very lafe kinde of rule , but there-withall I wiſh 
that over himrhere were placcd alſo a Lord Lieutenant , of ſome of 
the greateſt perſonages in England, fuchaoncI covid name, upon 
whom the cyc ofall Exgland is fixed , and our laſt hopes now reſt, 
who being intituled with that dignity , and being here alwayes reſi- 
dent,way backe and detend the good courle of that government a- 
gainſt all maligners, which elſc will through their-cunning working 
under hand, deprave and pull backe what ever thing ſhallbe begun or 
nrended there,as we commonly {ee by experience art this day,ro the 
utter ruine and deſolarion of that poore Realmcand this Leturenan- 
cic ſhould be no diſcountenancing ofthe Lord Deputy, but rather a 
ſtrengthning of all his doings, for now the cheife evill in that go- 
vernment is, that no Governour is ſuftercd to goeon withany one 
courle,but upon the leaſt information here, of this orthar, hee is ei- 
ther ſtopped and crofled,or other courles appointed him from hence 
which he ſhall run;zwhich how inconvenient itis, is atthis houre too 
wellfelt; Andthereforcthis ſhould be one principall in the appoin- 
ting ofthe Loxd Depurics authority, that it ſhould bee more ample 
and abſolute then ir is, and that he ſhould have uncontrouled power, 
to doeany thing,that he with the adviſement ofthe Councell ſhould 
thinke meeteto be done: For it is not poſſible for the Councell here, 
todireR a Governour there, who ſhall be forced oftentimes to fol- 
low the necefſitic of preſent actions, and to take the ſuddaine advan- 
rage oftime, which bcing once loſt will not bee recovered , whilſt 
through expeRing direction from hence, the delayes. whereofare of- 
zentimes through o:hcr greater affaires moſt irkefome, the oportu- 
nityes therein the mcane time paſſe away , and great danger ofren 
growcth, which by ſuch timely prevention mighteafily bee ſtopped: 
And this (I remember) is worthily obſerved by CAachievel in his 
diſcourſes upon Livie, where he commendeth the manner of the Ro- 
»:4an# government, in giving abſolute power to all their Councellors 
and Governours,which it they abuſcd, they ſhould afterwards deare. 
ly anſwere: And the contrary thereofhe reprehenderh in the States 
of Venice,of Florence, and many other principalityes of /zaty; who uſe 
ro limit their cheife Officers {oſtriftly , as that thereby they have 
oftentimes loſt ſuch happy occaſons,as they could never come unto 
againe:The like whereot, whoſo hath beene converſant in that ga- 
vernment of !reland, hath roo often ſecne to their great hinderance 
and hurt. Thereforethis I could wiſh to be redrefled;, and yernot fo 
but that in particular things he ſhould be reſtrained , thoughnot in 
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the generallgovernment, as namely in this that no offices ſhould bee 
ſould by the Lord Depury tor money,nor no pardons, nor no prote- 
Rions bought for reward, norno beoves taken for Caprtainrics of
